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THE SOUTH AS A FIELD FOR FICTION.—By 
lbion W. Tourvee. 

It is significant that while political partisans 
are pouring out bitterness against the south, 
literary men jeretofore, and siill to some ex- 
ent unfriendly, should be rising up to call her 
blessed. 

In a notable article on “The Southasa 
Field for Fiction,’’ Judge Albion W. Tourgee 
prophesies in the Decen Forum that 
south will give this country a literary great- 
ness which it has never attained, 

‘‘More than twenty yearsago,’’ he says, ‘‘the 
writer ventured the prediction that the short 
but eventful lifetime of the southern conied- 
eracy, the downfall of slavery, and the result- 
ing conditions of southern life, would furnish 
to the future American novelist his richest and 
most striking material. Atthattime he was 
entirely unknown as a writer of fiction, and it 
is probable that he is now generally supposed 
io have turned his attention in this direction 
more from political bias than from any literary 
or artistic attraction which it offered. The 
exact converse was in fact true; the romantic 
possibility of the situation. appealed to him 
even more vividly than its political dililiculty. 
though, as is always -the case in 
great national crises, the one 
was unavoidably colored by the other. 
Slavery as acondition of society has not yet 
become separable in the minds of our people, 
north or south, from slavery asa political idea, 
a factor of partisan strife. They do not realize 
that two centuries of bondage left an ineradi- 
cable impress on master and slave alike, or 
that the line of separation between the races, 
being marked by the fact of eolor, is as Ini pas- 
sable since emancipation as it was before, and 
perhaps even more portentous. They esteem 
slayery as simply a dead, unpleasant fact of 
which they wish to hear-nothing more, and 
regard any disparaging allusion to its results 
asanattempt to revive a defunct political 
sentiment.”’ 

Coming from a northern man, this isa re- 

markable confession: 
‘‘Under such circumstances, however, it is 
hardly surprising that the writer’s farther pre- 
diction should have been regarded as too ab- 
surd for refutation. He himself is almost 
startled, as he looks at the dingy pages, to find 
himself averring, in the very glare of expiring 
conflict, ‘that within thirty years after the 
elose of the war oft rebellion popular 
sympathy will be with these who upheid 
the confederate cause rather than with those by 
whom it was overthrown; our popular 
will be confederate leaders; our fiction will be 
southern in its prevailing types and distinct- 
ively southerm in its character.”’ There are 
yet seven years to eclanse before the prescribed 
limit is reached, but the prediction is already 
almost y fulfilled. Not onl¥ is the 
epoch of war the favorite field of American 
fiction today, but the confederate soldier is the 
popular hero. Our literature has become not 
only southern in type, but distinctly confeder- 
ate insympathy. The federal or union soldier 
isnot exactly depreciated, but subordinated ; 
the northern type is not decried, but the south- 
ern is preferred.” 

The transfer of the empire of fiction from 
one section to another, and tinally to the 
south, is here set forth: 

“But, whatever the cause may be, it cannot 
be denied that American fiction of today, 
whatever may be its origin, is predominantly 
southern in type and character. The east and 
the west had already been in turn the seat of 
romantic empire. American genius has 
traced with care each step in the mysterious 
process by which the ‘dude’ was evolved from 
the puritan and the ‘cowboy’ from the pioneer. 
From Cooper to Hawthorne the colonial and 
revolutionary life of the east was the favorite 
ground of the novelist. The slavery agitation 
gave aglimpse of one pliase of southern life. 
As secon as the war wasover, as if to distract 
attention from that unpleasant fact, we were 
invited to contrast American crudeness with 
English culture. Then the western type came 
boidly to the front and the-world studied the 
assimilations of our early occidental life; its 
product has not yet been portrayed. Fora 
time each of these overshadowed in 
American fiction all tue others. Each was 
in turn worked out. The public relish 
for that particular diet palled, and popular 
taste, which is the tyrant of the realm of liter- 
ature, demanded something else. Today tlie 

h has unquestionably the preference. 
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Hardly a novelist of prominence, except Mr. 
Howells and Mr. James, but has found it 
necessary to yield to the prevailing demand 
and identify himself with southern types. 
Southern life does not lend itseli readily to 
the methods of the former. it is earnest, in- 
tense, full of action, and careless to a remark- 
able degree of the trivialities which both these 
authors esteem the most luportant features of 
real life. Its types neither subsist upon solilo- 
quy nor practice irrelevancy asa fine art; they 
are not afiected by a chronic self-distrust nor 
devoted to anti-climax. Yet despite these 
imperfections the public appetite seems to 
crave their delineation.” 


The rapid stride of the south toward literary 3 


supremacy is strikingly shown by some stub- 
born facts which Judge Tourgee quotes: 

“A foreigner studying our current literature, 
without knowledge of our history, and judging 
our civilization by our fiction, would undoubht- 
edly couciude that the south was tie seat of 
intellectual empire in America, and the Afri- 
ean the chief romantic element of our popula- 
tion. AS an evidence ol this, it may be noted 
that a few months ago eyery one of our great 
popular monthlies presented a ‘southern 
story’ as one ofits most prominent features, 
aud during the past year nearly two-thirds ‘of 
the stories and sketches furnished to news :a- 
pers by various syndicates have been of this 
eharacter.”’ 

Weare honored by the conclusion that the 
secret of our success is founded in the ardor of 
our patriotism. 

“Vot the fact ought not to surprise any one. 
One of the compensations of war is a swift 
ensuing excitation of the mental faculties, 
which almost always yields remarkable results. 
This is especially true when fortune turns 
against a spirited and ambitious people. The 
war of rebellion was a far more terrible expe- 
rience to the people of the south than to those 
of the north. The humiliation resulting from 
defeat was intense and universal, ‘They had 
and can have no tide of immigration and no 
rush of business life greatly to lesseu the force 
of these impressions, while the presénce ofthe 
negro in numbers almost equal 
to the whites prevents the _ possibility 
of forgetting the past. The  genera- 
tion which has grown up since the war not 
only has the birthmark of the hour of defeat 
upon it, but has been shaped and molded quite 
as much by regret for the old conditions as by 
the dilliculties of the new. To the southern 
man or woman, therefore, the past, present 
and future of southern life 1s the mostgmpor- 
tant matter about which they can possibly con- 
cern themselves. Itistheirworld. Theirhopes 
and aspirations are bounded by its destiny, and 
their thought not diluted by cosmopolitan 
ideas. Whether self-absorption is an essential 
requisite of literary production or not, it is un- 
auestionablw true that almost all the noted 
writers of fiction bave been singularly enthu- 
lovers of the uational life of whfth they 
In this respect the south- 
vast addy antage over his 
n contemporary. He has never any 
donbt. He loves the life he portrays and sin- 
cerely believes in its superlative excellence. 
He does not study itas a curiosity, but knows 
it by intuition. He never sneers at its imper- 
fections, but worships even its defects.” 

It must be said, however, that this writgr, 
having gone with the reconstructionist, has no 
conception of the industrial awakening in this 
section. 

In the following paragraph Judge Tourgee 
points out the vital point of superiority in 
southern writers: 

‘“‘The southern writer, too, has a curiously 
varied life from which he may select his types, 
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and this life is absolutely terra imeognita to 
the northern mind. The ‘Tyrant of Broom- 
sedge Cove’ may have a parallel on every hill- 
side; Mrs. Burnett’s miraculously transformed 
‘poor-white’ Cinderellas may still use the 
Springs for pier-glasses ; Joel Chandler Harris's 
quaintuess, Chestnat’s curious realism, or the 
dreamy idealism that still paints the master 
and the slave as complements of a 
remembered millennial state; any of 
these may be a true picture of this life 
60 far as the northern man’s knowledge or con- 
ception is concerned. He hasa conventional 
southern man, a conventional poor white, 
with a female counterpart of each already 
fitted out in his fancy: and as long as the au- 
thor doves not. serious!y disturb these precon- 
ceptions, the northern reader likes the south- 
ern story because it is ful) of life and fire and 
real feeling. Andit is no wonder that he 
does, for it is getting to be quite aluxury to 
the novel reader to find a storyin which the 
Characters have any feeling beyonda self- 
conscious sensibility which seems to give them 
a deal of trouble without ever ripening into 
motive or resultingjin achievement.”’ 

There is some truth and some error in what 
comes next. ‘Those whoare calied ‘poor 
whites’ are forging to the front in the new 
south, but the factis overlooked that among 
those whohavecome up through hard condi- 
tions, a large number are the sons of the best 
people whose fortunes were swept away by the 
war. Thechivairy of the south is still here, 
and it is waking itself felt in an industrial era. 
it has a temper that adapts itself to circum- 
stances 2nd aepirit that carries it always to 
the front. 

“It is noteworthy in this revival that the 
negro and the poor white aretaking rank as by 
far the most interesting elements of southern 
life. True, the dashing confederate cavalier 
holds his place pretty well. It is rather odd 
that he was always a ‘cavalier;’ but, so far as 
our fiction is concerned, there does not appear 
to have been any confederate infantry. Still, 
even the ‘cavalier’ has come to need a foil, just 
as Dives required a Lazarus, and with 
like result—the beggar has over- 
shadowed his patron. “In literature as well 
as in politics, the poor white is having the 
best of the southern renaissance. The sons of 
schoolmasters and overseers and even ‘‘crap- 
pers’’ have come to thefore in the “New 
South,’’ and the.poor white is exalted not only 
in his offspring, but in literature. There are 
infinite possibilities in the poor white of either 
and as the supply is limited to the south, 
there seems to be no reason why he should not 
during the next haif century become to the 
fiction of the United States whatthe High- 
lander is to Scotish literature—the only ‘inter- 
esting’ white character in it.’’ 

Hiere is 2 masterly lecture on fiction intro 
ducing a tribnte which we would not have ex- 
pected from this quarter: 

‘Pathos lies at the bottom of all enduriag 
fiction. Ageny is the key of immortality. 
The ills of fate, irreparable misfortune, un- 
toward but unavoidable destiny,—these are 
things that make for enduring fame. The 
‘realists’ profess to be truth-tellers, but are in 
fact the worst of falsitiers, since they tell only 
the weakest and meanest part of the grand 
truth which makes up the continued siory of 
every As a rule, humanity is in serious 
earnest, and loves to have its sympathy moved 
with woes that are heavy enough to leave 
an impress of actuality on the heart. 
Sweetineats may afford greater scope 
for the =_ skill of thi chief, but 
iris “the roast beef of old England” that 
‘sticks to the ribs’’ and nourishes a race of 
giants. Dainties-—peacocks’ tongues and spar- 
rows’ brains—may bring delight to the epicure 
who loves to close his eyes and dream that he 
detects the hint of-a flavor. But the strong 
man despises neutral things and a vigorous 
people demand a vigorous literatare. 

“It is the poet of action whose clutch on the 
human soulis eternal, not the professor of 
analytics or the lietrophant of doubt and un- 
certainty. In sincerity of passion and aspira- 
tion, as well as in the woefulness and humilia- 
tion that attended its downfall, 
the history of the confederacy 
stands pre-eminent in human epochs. 
Kverything about it was on a grand scale. 
Everything was real and sincere. The soldier 
fought in defeuse of his home, in vindication 
of what he deamed his right. There was a 
proud assumption of superiority, a regal con- 
tempt of their foe, which, like Hector’s boast- 
fulness, added wonderfully to the pathos of 
the result. Then, too, a civilization fell with 
it—a civilization full of wonderful contrasts, 
horrible beyond the power of imagination to 
conceive in its injustice, cruelty and barbarous 
debasement of a subject race, yet exquisitely 
charming in its assumption of pastoral purity 
and immacuiate excellence. It believed that 
the slave loved his chains and was all the bet- 
ter physically end morally for wearing them.” 

Judge Tourgee’s part in the reconstruction 
pgriod partly incapacitates him foran under- 
standing of it. That he isradically wrong in 
saying that there can}be no leveling up, and 
that the level of our life must hereafter be run 
from the bench line of what he is pleased to 
call ‘the poor white,’’ our culture’and the ris- 
ing power of our literature, whose greatness he 
prophesies, will bear,witness. 

Here is what he says of that period: 

“But then came the catastrophe, and all 
was changed. The man who fights and wins 
is only common in human esteem. The down- 
fall of empire is always the epoch of romance. 
The brave but unfortunate reap always the 
richest measure of immortality. The round- 
heads are accounted base and common realties, 
but the cavaliers are glorified by disaster. In 
all history no cause had so many of the ele- 
ments of pathos as that which failed at Appo- 
mattox, and no people ever presented to the 
novelist such a marvelous array of curiously 
contrasied lives. Added to the various ele- 
ments of the white race are those other excep- 
tional and unparalieled conditions of this 
epoch, springing from ‘race, color, and preyi- 
ous condition of-servitude.’ The dominant 
class itself presents the accumulated pathos of 
a million abdications. ‘We are all poor whites 
now,’ isthe touching phrase in which the results 
of the eontlict are expressed with instinctive 
accuracy by those to whom it meant social as 
well as political disaster. It is a truth but yet 
as half appreciated. The level of Caucasian 
life at the south must hereaiter be run from 
the bench-line of the poor white, and there 
cannot be any leveling upward. The distance 
between its upper and lower strata cannot be 
maintained ; indeed, it is rapidly disappearing. 
To the woefulness of the conquered igs added 
the pathos of a myriad of deposed sovereigns. 
Around them will cluster the halo of romantic 
slory, and the epoch of their overthrow will 
live again in American literature.”’ 

‘ihe closing paragraph of the article is a 
prophecy which is an inspiration : 

‘‘Because of these things it is that the south 
is destined to be the Hesperides garden of 
American literature. We cannot foretell the 
form ‘its product will wear, or even guess its 
character: It may be sorrowful, exultant, 
aspiring, or perhaps terrible, but it will cer- 
tainly be great—greater than we have hitherto 
known, because its causative forces are 
mightier than those which have shaped the 
productive energy of the past. That its period 
of highest excellence will soon be attained, 
there is little room to doubt. The history of 
ligerature shows that it is those who were 
cradled amid the smoke of battle, the sons 
and daugiters of heroes yet red with 
slaughter, the inheritor of national woe or 
racial degradation, who have given utterance 
to the loftiest strains of genius. Because of 
the exceeding woefulness of a not too recent 
past, therefore, and the abiding horror of un- 
avoidable conditions which are the sad inheri- 
tance of the present, we may contidently look 
for the children of soldiers and of slaves to ad- 
vance American literature to the very front 
rank of that immortal procession whose song 
is the eternal refrain of remembered agony, 
before the birth-hour of the twentieth century 
shall strike.”’ 

Not long ago the St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
complained that the democratic orators were 
all southern men. Now a northern man bold- 
ly declares that we will make the literature of 
America greater than it has eyer been before. 
What next? The fulfillment of the prophecy.

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ARE ART AND SCIENCE ANTAGONISTIC ? 

“Are artand science antagonistic?’’ is the 
question treated by a writer in last Sunday's 
CONSTITUTION. 

The following paragraphs will indicate the 
manner in which it was treated: 

“The canvass of painters wears out and ina 
few hundred years Raphael will be but a name, 
statues and monuments fall into dust; only 
thought seems to live, and he who adds a 
thought to the stores of the human mind may 


live by its means as long as mankind itself. 
Must we believe that imagiuation aud feeling 
are not as vital as thought, and that art must 
finally give way to science ?” 

“Beauty in short will be intellectualized, 
and the same will be the case with art. Fol- 
lowing the evolution in human beauty, art 
tends to rise, as it were, from the limbs to the 
face and the brain. Will art be destroyed in 
undergoing the transformation ?” 

What isscience after all but intimate ac- 
quaintance with nature, and what is art in 
this sense but the portrayal or expression of 
nature? 

The generally accepted definitions of art and 
science haye been happily condensed into this 
nutshell: 

“Science consists in knowing and art con- 
sists in doing.” 

And this doing is applying what we kpow to 
produce what we want. Where is the antago- 
nism between knowing and doing? Rather 
they are complement and suppiement of each 
other—one flesh, so to speak—and their union 
is recognized in the saying, “‘knowledge is 
power, 

Tiisis patent in such mechanic arts as 
engine building, which followed the knowledge 
of steam power, and telegraphy, which sprang 
from the science of the electrician. 

It is just as true of art in its finer sense, 
where natural means are employed to portray 
nature. Painting, sculpture, architecture, 
poetry and music are successful in their ex- 
pression of nature only as they are faithful to 
the laws of perspective, harmony, etc. Shak- 
speare bears this testimony: 

“Nature is made better by no mean 
But Nature makes that mean: So, over that art 
Which you say adds to Nature, is an art 
That Nature makes.” + * * 

° ° , there fs an art 
Which doth mend Nature—cbange it rather, but 
The art-itself is Nature.”’ 

Pictures will be forgotten when landscapes 
and faces are forgotten; there will be no epics 
when there are no men, no women, no earth 
and no paradise in the minds of men; art will 
cease to be when nature ceases and that beauty 
is dead which age cannot wither and custom 
cannot stale. 

A monument 
quicker than a stone. The rocks were 
barren until patience traced upon them 
the epitaphs of unnumbered and unknown 
dead. Now the imagination busies itself with 
the scenes when leviathans floated above our 
hills and the earth and sea were peopled with 
monsters from which the dragons of the age of 
fable would fly in terror. 

there is a popular fallacy in the idea that 
imagination is crippled by being brought face 
to face with fact. Thetruth is that it builds 
no structure that commands attention without 
a solid foundation. The patient collector of 
facts is like a child putting together a picture 
puzzle. Oneby one he puts the blocks to- 
gether, and after many meaningless combina- 
tions have been made and _=torn to 
pieces, he upon the proper orde

it flashes on him in an instant, his imagination

ture to life size, gives it 
is a living reality. « 

The crashing symphonies of the whirlwind 
were but noisome confusion, until observations 
collected from hundreds of stations, and put 
together, revealed the topography of the air 
and showed that the cyclone, produced by the 
same causes that bring the early and the latter 
rain, isnothing but one of nature’s virtues 
run riot. 

The imagination kindles upon facts as fire 
kindles upon wood, and converts them by a 
sort of combustion into a flame that warms 
and enlightens us. When it flashes up froma 
great number of facts brought into juxtaposi- 
tion it is like a conflagration, and the greater 
the mass of facts the greater the conflagration. 

As science collects more broadly and heaps 
higher its facts, imagination will mount higher 
with its fame until it warms and enlightens 
the earth. 

Upon the shell of a chambered nautilus 
which enlarges its house year by year, see how 
beautiful a structure has been erected by Dr. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, who is both scientist 
and poet: 

“Build thee more stately mansions, O my soul! 

As the swift seasons roll, 

Leaye thy low vaulted past; 

Let each new temple, nobler than the last, 

Shut thee from heaven with a dome more vast, 

Tili thou at length art free, 

Leaying thine outgrown shell by life’s unresting 
sea.”’ 

In this connection may be appropriately 
considered the dispute between tlie two classes 
of novelists called realists and idealists. 

To an outsider not prejudiced against either 
class, it appears that they are both right and 
both wrong. The materialists are right in say- 
ing that fiction must conform to nature and 
the idealists, whom this word does not 
correctly describe,{are wrong. in denying 
this plain, self evident fact. Whatever in fic- 
tion fails to picture something not only possi- 
ble but actual is unsatisfactory. Even the 
extravaganzas that have dazzled the public 
have at their very core something substantially 
true. 

The realists on the other hand, who do not 
rise tothe bigness of their name, are toomuch 
given to measuring a man_ by his finger 
joints, instead of taking the whole 
six feet of him at once. 
This sort of thing will do for restoring fossil 
mastodons whose entire skeletons cannot be 
found, but it is a trifling way of getting at hu- 
man nature. Itis paltry to take men piece- 
meal and compute them, as it were, from the 
measurements of their finger nails, when the 
whole man is before us. 

The truth is that both these schools of wri- 
ters are realistic, the one perhaps despising too 
much the small things of nature and the other 
too easily satisfied with her beggarly elements. 

The realists, sacalled, are very inuch like 
the man with the muck rake, who continually 
kept hiseyes on the ground. Having found 
the dew refreshing and the frost beautiful, and 
having found that both were born among the 
stubble, they are forever looking there, hoping 
to enter into the treasuresof the snow and of 
the hailand the rain. 

There is a conviction growing out of these 
things and fgrcing itself upon our minds that 
truth and growth are inseparable, and that 
the moment we leave the real, in that 
broad, grand sense that covers every 
sphere of human thought, we are in 
confusion, helplessness and inconsistency, 
and that in going from one truth to another 
we are forever consistent, forever free, always 
exploring new countries, yet never losing our 
way, constantly broadening our vision and 
strengthening our grasp of the situation. 

Otherwise, we are like men wandering ina 
jungle, straying out of sightof landmarks, 
taking many steps but going no great way, 
until tired out they fall down at nightfall to 
perish where they lie. W.G.C,

What did this canting of the denouncer of 
cant, really signify? Fiity years of dyspepsia 
and conceit—nothing more. Maybe, also, the 
gangrene of avarice. 

We have words without end concerning 
évolution and its cognates, and tosome weak- 
kneed saints has come a great scare and they 
have almost concluded that if evolution were 
proved they would cease to be men. Meantime 
we are here, no matter how we came, and 
are sure of being so related to the eternal 
powers that no sort of doctrine of the origin 
or end of the race can make us Other than we 
are, men—children of the divine Father, and 
brothers always. 

Not since the day of 
Christianity advanced as mu: 
thirty years as during the e 
evolutionists. The ‘deluge’ of unbelief has 
never come when predicted; it seems to 
sound-headed people further off than ever. 
The bow is still seen in the clouds. 

There is no such spread of infidelity as most 
people imagine. ‘The agnostics are for the 
most part talking and writing people. They 
keep up gpuch a clatter with their constant 
declarations of religious kunownothingism 
that, judging numbers by noise, many have 
concluded that there must be milliohs of them. 
An hour with Dr. Dorchester’s Facts concern- 
ing the real status of Christianity will. spike 
every gun that is capable of mischief. 

These meditations came of reading in the 
November Forum an instructive article by 
Rey.

The people, being descended from 
the original colonists, with but little foreign 
admixture, kept as heirlooms .mementoes of 
ancestors who had fallen in almost 
every battle of tho revolution. The 
sturdy spirit which made every woodsman 
from the James river to the Savannah fee!

The interfer- 
ence of New England in local concerns in 1860 
was resented quite as determinedly as that of 
old England nearly one hundred years before.

Though the people fought for local 
self-government, it was tortured by their ene- 
mies into a fight for the preservation of slavery. 
The negro hung like an incubus around the 
necks of the people. As@ slave he brought 
reproach upon the polity of the commonwealth 
but representing the accumulated earnings of 
generation: , the question of getting rid of him 
was a problem indeed. Yet it was one which 
the people could have worked out had thoy 
been left the solution of their own problems. 

The states of the north had been filled with 
people who either know not their fathers, or 
were not in sympathy with the men of 1776. 
Those who were descended from revolutionary 
sires became as contracted as the homes into 
which their inhospitable climate forced them. 
The commercial spirit completely chilled all 
the sentiment which tradition had bequeathed 
them, and instead of adhering to their 
own concerns, they stepped outside to 
attend to the concerns of others. The negro, 
whom they had sold south for a price, became 
an object of great solicitnde, and when their 
violation of the principle of states rights 
aroused an indignant protest, they were not 
slow to say that the protest was in the interest 
of slavery, iustead of in the interest of local 
self-government. Thus those in the south, who 
sincerely wished to solve the negro problem, 
were forced to become the apparent defender 
of slavery. 

It was thus that the line of battle was drawn, 
in which cross-purposes were as plentiful as 
bullets, and, as said before, it was fully realized 
that thé old order of things had ta pass away. 
Whether the confederacy lost or won, the cnd 
of slavery was at hand. No matter that the 
position of the south had been misrepresented, 
that fanaticism governed the councils of the 
north, the time had come for men to face the 
realities of the situation, aud make the most of 
them. Since the south was fighting for its 
constitutional rights, and sought only the pre- 
servation of republican government; and since 
the end of slavery would force negro citizen- 
ship in time, why should white men alone 
fight the battle? Why should the flower of 
every white family be doomed to the fate of 

waft, and the lives of the blacks, who were 
equally at interest, be spared? There was 
something anomalous in seeing a man send his 
son into the field of battle to be killed, 
while his colored slave was kept in bomb- 
proofs for safety. If the negroes were bound 
to be free, then they should be permitted to 
fight for their frecom. It was a bold ques- 
tion to discuss, but soldiers and civilians soon 
became interested in it, and the papers were 
filled with arguments on both sides. 

The Richmoud Examiner took ‘a leading 
part in the discussion. It appealed to the 
army for expressions of opinion upon the ques- 
tion as to whether the addition of colored reg- 
iments would be tolerated. Many replies were 
received, but the most notable was one signed 
“A Soldier.’’ The letter boldiy took the

To ing Ce TUTION: In your editorial this 
morming, ColMm-enting upon the letter of *republi 
can” to a Columbus, Ohio, paper, you say: 

_ “There it not a spark of sectionelism or prejudice 
in the situati« ti It is not the camocratic party of 
thes uth that is solid, but the white people. Kvery- 
body with a grain of common sense knows that the 
Ri lidity of the south hurts and cripples this section 
politically; everybody knows that it prevents a full 
aud ‘ar discussion of mportant issues. And yet, it 
is better to be politically crippled—it is better to 
simnotber discursion, than to renew the cx perience of 
reconstruction times,”’

Isit not 
better for us all that while this benign disposition 
prevalis, we should couusel together that we may 
lind and follow the best course which will lead us 
safely away from any cvils that may now vex us? 

There will be unanimous concurrence in your 
statement that: 

“Everybody with a grain of common sense knows 
that the solidity of the soutn burts and cripples this 
section politicatly;every body knows that it prevents 
a full and fair discussion of important issues.”’ 

But that unanimity ceases, and inmy judgment 
ought to cease, when we are asked to unite with 
you in saying: 

“And yet, it is better to be politically crippled—it 
is better to smother discussion, than to renew the 
experience of reconstruction times,” 

Your positive statement is that the only reason to 
justify a solidity which “hurts” and 
“cripples’’ and ‘prevents full and fair dis- 
cussion’’ is the danger ot the renewal of 
“the experiente of reconstruction § times, ’’ 
Now when that “experience of reconstruction 
times’’ is shownto have been not hurtful of our ma- 
terial interests but_only distasteful to our old politi- 
cal theories and to our prejudices of ‘caste,’ there 
will be no justification for the continuance of a solid- 
arity which you justly denounce as tending to hurt 
and cripple oursection. Iassert, and am prepared 
to maintain that whatever material disadvantages 
come toany section of the south because of repub- 
can réecoustruction was primarily the fault 
of ourwhite people who refused to accept 
the citizenship and enfranthisement of the negro, 
and sulienly neglected to makeany effort to mod- 
ify the harsh terms and illogical theories which 
were tendered to usas the defeated party in the 
contest at arms in war, 

France surrendered her prov'nees, and paid the 
enormous tribute in money demanded by Germany, 
and yet she is today more prosperous than ever, 

Old Virginia, through her best people, acceeded 
to congressional reconstruction, and elected a ‘‘car- 
pet bagger’’ as her first governor under that policy. 

‘irzinia had no “experiences of reconstruction 
times’’ that justifics nor doesshe aecept any ‘‘race 
issue’ that prevents her planting that ‘‘grain of 
common sense’ which keeps her in the lead of 
material progress. 

Butto bring “the experience of reconstruction 
times’’ home to ourselves, none Of US Cah ever 
forget the burning words of the immortal Hillin the 
campaign of denunciation which sought to restrain 
our white people from acceptiay the congressiouval 
ultimatum in 1567. 

Who would think today of advising wives to quit 
their husbands, children to reyounce ther fathers 
if those husbands and fathers dired io accert con 
greasional recons'ruction? Yet in spite of this terri- 
blestorm of oppositis ronstitutional convention, 

vas called in Georgi: 
voters. I do not r ul 
made up in alarge degree from th 
of our people, 

Nevertheless, with{black and white delegates in 
that body, a constitution was framed in which 
there is notaline of proscripti disfranchige- 
ment; nota sign of rancor, fundamental! 
tHsis for Blate governinernst it is admitted t aay 
be the best Georgia ever had, and the equal ct 
of any state in the union. If this was accomy 
in splie cf a public condition which rendered it 
possible a calm and fair discussion of vital issues, 
what might it not have been it 
ye had cultivated toat ‘‘grain of common sense.”’ 

As to the personel of the state government in 
Georgia which grew out of this condition, there can 
be no adyerse comparative criticism. The state’ 
ofliciale . were wot sifangers; they were not 
aliens; they were not black; they . were 
not ignorant; they were not paupers. The 
jadiciary ot that era has not been excelled 
in the history of our state from Ogicthorpe 
to Gordon. Republican state legislation conserved 
the best interests of all the peopie. Our courts were 
open to Claims against the state; justice was en- 
forced; the state’s debts were paid; free schools 
were established; new railroads were encouraged 
and built: new territory was opened and new iIn- 
dustries tiourished. ‘The deveiopment of material 
resources, which is Dow accepted as true statesmanh- 
ship, vas not then so well understood by the masses, 
But the record stands today. It needs no Gefcnse. 

If other of cur sister states suffered mz:sfortune 
under reconstruction, iuvestigation will show that 
it was primarily the fault of their white people 
in not accepting the humiliating political 
conditions of defeat and evyincing the same seif- 
sacrificing courage in Wilding up and restoring 
civil sOvVeTnicnt under acverse cireun stances that 
yas displayed in our efforts to resist the incvitabe. 

1 therefore respectiully submit to my frends of 
THE CONSTITUTION, Who have Gone somuca in the 
recent past for the material advance 
ment of our section, that the actual “experience 
of reconstruction times,’ in Georgia or elsew here, 
has not been of such a characte justify us in 
continuing a policy which ‘everybody with a grain 
of common sense knows hurts and cripples’ us 

The danger to the republic is ignorance and vice 
in the baNot box. The color or the nativity of the 
iguorant or vicious yoter is not material. The only 
safety is the united vote of intelligence and 
virtue. Let that vote, without relation to “color or 

revions condition of servitude,” be always ‘‘solid’ 
for **wiedom, justice and moderation.”’ 

The ‘“‘republican’’ apologist for thes id south in 
the Ohio paper from which you quote, says: 

‘*The colored vote is suppressed or made nugatory 
not forthe good of the democratic party, butasa 
protection againstignorance. The advantage io the 
democratic party is only incidental.” 

His defense does not help us because we know 
and the world knows better than he that the chief 
opiection is not ‘‘iguorance,’’ ‘but isthe f.ct that our 
social inferiors are ma'ie by law co-equal citizens. 
it is ‘caste.’ 

The danger from ignorance among our white vot- 
ers has never alarmed us, but according to the 
statistics of illiteracy so ably mershalied by Kev. 
Dr. Haygood, we have ample cause for alarm in 
that direction. If the question of limiting 
be franchise to the intelligent—the educated—citi- 
zens were agitated, I wotid be with you in the 
affirmative, and you may be sure thatthe educated 
colored citizen would join us on that issue. Do we 
not see daily evidences that the colored man does 
not aspire to political leadership, but constantly 
secks to align himself with the best elements in the 
community? Do ‘You doubt the sincerity of 
the eolored man at the courthouse 
meeting the other night, 

thanked God he would be with the best white 
in voting for Colonel Glenn. 

Let me beg of you to teach the people that the 
negro is with us asa citizen to stay. bat the 
franchise cannot be regulated on acolor line. That 
there is no ‘problem’ about it, except our own 
ability as white men and Citizens to lift ourselves 
above our prejudices of “caste.”’

“Grocer sHoliday Gifts.” 

From the American Grocer. 

Every yearadds tothe number of grocers 
who feel itineumbent upon them to make some 
sort of present to their patrons. This custom has 
giown into atradeevil of no small proportions, 
and chiefly because retailers do not value their 
Own services to the community as highly as they 
ceiimate the patronage of the public, considering 
thisas placing them under obligations to their 
customers, Let the gift-giving grocer stop a 
moment and think ofthe condition ofacommunity, 
ora section theieof deprived of store faciliNes. 
Does any one doubt that such a condition wonld 
exist four and twenty hours before public opinion 
would demand of the citizens that they should 
offer some inducement to whoever would open a 
Store? 

‘1 here are uo obligations resting upon a retailer in 
return for patronace that are not fully canceled by 
the benefits he coniers upon the community in fur- 
nishing the requirements of everyday life, at a 
minimum of expense aud trouble. 

Tne higher the service of the retailer and the 
more varied its extent, the greater becomes the ob- 
ligation of the community tothe storekeeper. It is 
& ialse notion that the retailer must supplement a 
desirable and valuable service by a gif. It is be- 
littling the calling of a merchant, placing him in 
the attitude of tidding for favors, ‘This criticism 
Coes not extend tothe distribution of articles useful 
to the consumer and which may be distributed to 
patrons irrespective of the extent of their purchases 
or theirsocial position, serving at the same time as 
an advertisement of the giver’s business, 

A prominent retail firmin a large western city 
distributed as holiday gifts portfolios of pictures, 
They went torich and poor and served a douile 
purpose, viz: the recognition of the patronage be- 
stowed and reminders by tiny advertisements that 
the interests of buyer and seller were mutual. Each 
serves the other. Auother prominent store invested 
a large sum in gifts of different value and distribn- 
ted them to customers based on the extent of the 
gob i received, the most costly going to the 
argest buy Injinite trouble ensued, the recip 
ients of smiail yifiwqrowling because they were not 
as liberaily treated as their well-to-do neighbor, 
while wealthy customers were surprised at the 
unexpected gift, treating it with the utmost sang 
froid, andin some instances intimating that the 
cost of the present would, in some sort of way, be 
tucked into their account, 

A very prominent retail storein this city giver 
away Valuable little souvenirs to patrons and of a 
sort that makes them worthy of preservation. The 
customers in the shoe department receive a hand- 
s0ine imitation silver shoe buttoner, over the han- 
die of which an alligator is stretched. Others re- 
ceive a representation of the statue of liberty or 
the East river bridge. stamped out ef wood. Such 
methods of giving gifts are unohjectionable, for rea- 
8008 previously noted. Ixt giit-zgiving, pure and 
simple, be abandoned. Render customers a perfect 
service and their respect and contidence will be 
maintained and tbeir patronage efleciually se- 
cured, 


Epidemics of Insanity. 
From the Chicago Journal 

‘It does not seem possible that lunacy can 
run in cycles, or ‘in the moon,’ as the world 
has been taught to believe for centuries, but 
there are many facts constantly presenting 
themselves to corroborate such a theory.” 

The speaker was an experienced. attendant 
the county asylum for the insane, and I urged 
him to disclose the seeming proofs to which he 
alluded. 

“Well,” continued he, “I haye noticed in 
this institution and in others where I have 
served that epidemics of insanity have pre- 
vailed without to such a degree that, whereas 
arrivals from the courts to the assylum had for 
a long time been few, there would suddenly be 
a perfect run on the institution, taxing its ca- 
pacity to the utmost. Then a long era of no 
arrivals would follow, and the cures and deaths 
would reduce the pressure for space till anoth- 
er ‘cycle’ sent the poor, insane victims upon us 
for another period till ‘the clouds rolled by’ 
again. But stranger than all are cycles within 
cycles which those caring for the insane have 
noticed—that is,where different kinds of insan- 
ity and cases arising from specific causes have 
prevailed in bunches, so to speak. At one time 
criminal or homicidal madness will be ‘on the 
go;’ then madness from religious excitement; 
then from domestic unhappiness; then from 
overwork of the brain, or brain fevers, and 
then from love and blighted affections. It is 
really strange, at least, the way insanity crops 
out at stated periods in a community, and 
stranger still that its different forms are made 
so distinct in their respective classes at sct 
times. The coincidences are indeed 80 re- 
markable as to give color to the theory of 
cycles held by many.

the Georgia Philosopher Devotes a Chapter 
on the Sweet Strains of Oid and the 

' Melodics of Today, 

“Oh, music, what is it, and where does it dwell?’ 

The piano and violin and flute are all blend- 
ing their sweet harmonies together in our par- 
lor tonight, and Iam sitting by the cheerful 
fire in a sweet dream of peace,. and thanking 
the good Lord for His blessings. One poet 
writes beautiful thoughts about the music of 
the spheres, as though the planets in coursing 
around the sun made harmony for the angels 
and for God. Another says that music is the 
only thing thatis common to angels 
inman,as though the Creator said: ‘I will 
leave him one attribute of my divinity, one 
emotion that is as pure and innocent as 
heaven. I will give it to saint and sinner, to 
the poor and the rich, the bond and the free. 
It shall not fade and die with the flowers, nor 
grow weary with age.” Many years ago a 
smart scholar wrote a book to prove that a 
negro had no soul, but to my opinion, his pas- 
sion for music is argument enough to give 
him an equal chance for heaven. Blind Tom 
is almost an idiot, but when his 
clouded and untutored mind is filled with 
music that is beyond my ken I fee! 
humbled in his presence. Blind and childish and 
ignorant, he seems at times almost among the 
angels in his rhapsodies. When Haydn was 
old and feeble he was carried to the great hall 
in Vie: na to hear Beethoven and other great 
composers perform the ‘‘Creation,’’ which was 
his own greatest work; and asthe vast audi- 
ence arose to cheer the grand finale the old 
man waved his handkerchief toward heaven 
and exclaimed: “It came from there—it came 
from there!’’ Hethen spread out his hands 
and blessed the audience, and this was his 
farewell to the world. The next week he died. 

Mozart composed his own requiem on bis 
death-bed, and lis great soul esen ped to heaven 
on a strain of music that noone heard but him. 
Deaf as a post, he could still write music that 
has ontlivedacentury and will continue to 
live through the ages to come. 

How dear to us all was the simple music of 
our childhood! The whistie, the jewsharp, 
the split goose-quil], the little harmonicon, the 
fife and the drum, and even the corn- 
stock fiddle, had its charms. When 
I was a_ boy my mother taught 
how to make an ASolean harpin the window. 
I have stretched the silken cords between the 
sash and listened with delight to the harmony 
of sweet sounds that the gentle wind breathed 
upon them and Iwas happy. Whata strange, 
good giftitistoourfailen humanity. How 
is that the preachers can’t preach without it; 
soldiers can’t fight without it; lovers cant’t 
court withoutit. Italike become the wed- 
ding and the funeral, the church and the 
theater, the banquet hall andthe cottage fire- 
side. How the greut poets loved to honor it 
with their best devotions. Shakspeare says 
that ‘‘the man that has no music in himself is 
fit for treason—let no such man be trusted.” 
Byron says ‘‘there is music in all things if men 
had ears.’’ Collins calls music a “heavenly 
maid,’’ and Longfellow says ‘“‘the night shall 
be filed with music.” 

I Was ruminating about these things because 
there was anew piano in the house and my wife 
was caressing the beautiful keys with 
the exquiste tonch of her _— girl- 
hood. She played somo of the same old 
tunes that used to charm me when I knelt at 
her shrine and verily believed that both the 
song and the singer came from above, and I, 
too, was a little nearer heaven than I had ever 
been before. She won’ttrust her full voice 
now for fear it will split or get away withouta 
bridle, but she lets it warble along low and 
sweet so as to mingle and hide with the music. 
Ever and anon I catch the tender pathos of

These words of Daniel Webster, whose brain 
was the temple of wisdom and whose soul the 
temple of liberty, inspire my heart as I speak 


to you today. 

Ladies and Gentlemen: This day is auspi- 
cious. Set apart by governor and president 
for universal thanksgiving, our grateful hearts 
confirm the consecration. Though we have 
mot been permitted to parade our democratic 
roosters in jubilant print, we may now lead 
them from their innocuous desuetude, and 
making them the basis of this day’s feast, 
gather about them a company that in cordial 
grace shall be excelled by none—not even that 
which invests the the republican turkey, 
whose steaming thighs shall be slipped today 
in Indianapolis, and attacking them with an 
appetite that .eomes froin abounding health, 
consign them to that digestion that waits on a 
conscience void of offense. 

We give thanks today that the Lord God 
Almighty having led us from desolation into 
plenty, from poverty into substance, from pas- 
sion into reason, and from estrangement into 
Jove—having brought ths harvests from the 
ashes, and raised us homes from our ruins, 
and touched our scarred land all over with 
beauty, and with peace—permits us to assem- 
ble here today and rejoice amid the garnered 
heaps of our treasure. Your visitors give 
thanks because, coming to a city that from 
deep disaster has risen with energy and cour- 
age unequaled, and witnessing an exposition 
that in the sweep of its mighty arms, and the 
splendor of its gathered riches surpasses all 
we have attempted, they find all sense of 
Tivalry blotted out in wondering adwiration, 
and from hearts that know not envy or criti- 
cism, bid you God speed to eyen higher 
achievement, and to full and swift harvesting 
of the prosperity to gain which you have 
builded so bravely and so wisely. [Applause. ] 

A PERSONAL THAKSGIVING, 

T am thankful, if you will pardon this per- 
gonal digression, because I now meet face to 
face, and can render service to a people whose 

enerous words on a late occasion touched my 

eart more deeply than I shall attempt here to 
express. I simply say to you now, and I 
would that my voice could reach every man in 
Georgia to whom Lam in like indebted, that 
your kindness left no room for resentment or 
Tegret; but a heart filled with gratitude and 
love steadier in its resolution to deserve the 
approval you so unstintingly gave, and more 
deeply consecrated to the service of the peo- 

le,. that in giving me _ their love 

ave given all that I have dared to hope for, 
and more than I had dared to ask. [ know not 
what the future may hold for the life that 
recent events have jostled from its accustomed 
path. It would be affectation to say that I 
am careless—for, in touching it with your lov- 
ing confidence, you have kindled inspirations 
that cherished without guile, may be confessed 
in frankness. Lutifitbe given to man to 
read the human heart, and plumb the quick- 
sands of human ambition, I know that I speak 
the truth when I say that if ever I hold in my 
grasp any honor, in the winning or wearing of 
which my state is disadvantaged, and my hand 
refuses to surrender it, I pray Ged thatin re- 
membrauce of this hour, He will strike it from 
me forever; and if my ambitious heart rebels, 
that He will lead it, even through sorrow 
and humiliation, to know that unworthy lau- 
reis will fade on the brow, and that no honor 
can ennoble, notriumph advance and no vic- 
tory satisfy that is not won and worn in the 
weal cf the people and the prosperity of the 
State. [Great checring.] 

OUR BISTER CAROLINA. 

It gives us pleasure to meet today our neigh- 
fors from Carolina and by thezbanks of this 
river, more bond than boundary, give them 
cordial welcome to Georgia. The peoples of 
these states, sir, are ancient and honorable 
friends. When the infant colony that settled 
Georgia landed from its long voyage it was the 
hands of Carolinians that helped them ashore, 
and Carolina’s hospitality that gave them food 
and shelter. A banyuet was served at Beau- 
fort, the details of which proved 
our ancestors to have been 
doughty trenchermen, and at which we 
are not surprised to learn a goodly quantity of 
most excellent wine was served, nor to learn— 
for scribes extenuated then as pow—that, 
though the affair was conducted in the most 

reeable manner, no one became intoxicated. 

‘hen the Georgians took up their march to 
Savannah they carried with them herds from 
the Carolinians’ folds, and food from their 

ranaries, and an cffer from Mr. Whitaker— 

lessed be his memory!—of a silver spoon for 
the first male child born on Georgia 
soil, the first instance, I believe, of a bounty 
offered orprotection guaranteed to an infant 
fndustry on this continent. When they settled, 
it was Carolina gentlemen with their servants 
that builded.the huts that sheltered them, and 
Carolina captains with their picket men that 
guarded them from the Indians. As from 
our slender and pitiful store you gave then 
untifuliy to us, we invite you today to share 
with usour plenty and rejoice with us tliat 
what you then planted in neighborly kindness 
hath grown into such greatness. I am stirred 
withthe profoundest emotion when I reflect 
mpon what the peoples of these two states 
have endured togethor. Shoulder to shoulder 
they have fought through two revolutions. 
Bide by side they have fallen on the field of 
battle, and brothers even in death, have 
rested in common graves. Hand clasped in 
hand, they enjoyed victory together, and to- 
gether reaped in honor and dignity the fruits 
of their tiumph. Heart locked in heart, they 
have stood undaunted in the desolation of de- 
feat and fortitied by unfailing comradeship, have 
wrought gladness and peace from the tumult 
and bitterness of despair. Of them it may be 
truly said,they have known no rivalry save that 
emulation which a each, and embitters 
neither.

Timrod are sung, it is only because we rejoico 
fn the strength of each which has honored 
both, and glorified our great republic. Let 
the glory of our past history incite us to the 
future ; let the trials we have endured nerve 
ws fortrials yet to come, and let Georgia 
and Carolina that in prosperity united in ad- 
versity have not been divided,strike hands here 
today in anew compact that shall hold them 
bound together in comradeship and love as 
Jongasthe Savannah, laying its lips on the 
eheeks of either, runs down to the sea.

Let us discuss these dangers for a moment. 
As to the first. I do not doubt that every 
the south remains solid, the drift toward a 
north is deepening. The south

was made president over Clay of Kentucky. In 
1852, Pierce received the vote of twenty-seven 
states out of thirty-one, though this period 
marked the heighth of slavery disturbance. 
The south was solid thenon one thing alone. 
On ajl other questions national suffrage knew 
no sectional lines. Today the south is a ma3s 
of states merged into one. Every issue fused in 
the ardorof one great question ,and our 153 elec- 
toral votes hurled as a rifle ball into the electoral 
college. The tendency of this must be to so- 
lidify the north. Indeed, this is already being 
done. Seymourand Blair, in 1868, on a plat- 
form declairing the amendments null and void, 
were beaten in the north by Grant, the hero of 
the war, by less than 100,000 votes. Mr. Har- 
rison, twenty years later, beat Cleveland with 
a flawless record anda careful platform, over 
450,000 votes in the northern states. The solid 
south invites the solid north. From this status 
the south has little to hope. The north is 
already in the majority. More 
than five million immigrants have poured in 
her states in the past ten years, and will be de- 
clated in the next census, Four new states 
will give her eight new senators and twelve elec- 
toral yotes. Inthe south but one state has 
kept pace with the west—and that one, Texas, 
has largely gained at the expense of the At- 
lantic states. The south had thirty-eight per 
cent of the electoral vote in 1880. It is doubt- 
ful ifshe will have over twenty-five per cent 
in 1890. To remain solid therefore is to incur 
the danger of being placed in perpetual minor- 
ity, and practically shut out from participation 
in the government, into which Georgia and 
Massachusetts came as equals—that was fash- 
ioned in their common wisdom—defended in 
their common blood, and bought of their com- 
mon treasure. {Applause.| 

But what of the otherdanger? Can we risk 
that to avoid the first? Iam sure we cannot. 
The very worst thing that could happen to the 
south is tohave her white vote divided into 
factions, and each faction bidding for the ne- 
gro who holds the balance of power. What is 
this negro vote? In every southern state it is 
considerable, and I fearit is increasing. I, 
is alien, being separated by  racia 
differences that are deep and permanent. It is 
ignorant—easily deluded or betrayed. It is 
impulsive—lashed by a woreinto violence. It 
is purchasable, having the incentive of pover- 
ty and cupidity, and the restraint of neither 
pride or conviction. It can never be merged 
through logical or orderly currents into either 
of two parties, if two should present them- 
selves. Wecannot be rid of it. There it is, 
@ vast mass of impulsive, ignorant and pur- 
chasable votes. With no factions between 
which to swing it has no play or dislocation. 
But thrown from one faction to another it is 
the loosed cannon on the storm tossed ship. 
There is no community that would deliberately 
tempt this danger. No social or political 
fabric that could stand its strain. The Tweed 
ring, backed by asmalier and less irresponsible 
following than a shrewd clique could rally and 
control in every southern state, and daring 
less of plunder and insolence than that follow- 
ing would sanction or support, blotted out 
party lines in New York, and made its 
intelligence and integrity as solid = as 
the south ever was. Party lines were 
promptly recast because New York had to 
deal with the vicious who once punished may 
be trusted to sulk in quiet while their wounds 
heal. We dea! with the ignorant, that scourged 
from power today, may be -deiuded tomorrow 
in assaulting the very position from which 
they have been lashed. Never did robbers 
find followers more to their mind than the 
emancipated slaves of reconstruction days. 
Ignorant and confiding, they could be commit- 
ted to any excess, led toanyoutrage. Deepas 
was the degradation to which these sovereign 
states were carried, and heavy as is the bur- 
den they left on this impoverished people, it 
was only when the white race rallying from 
the graves of its dead, and the ashes of its 
homes, closed its decimated ranks, and front- 
ing federal bayonets, and defying federal 
power, stood like a stone wall before the utter- 
most temples of its liberty, and credit and the 
hideous drama closed, that the miserable 
assault was checked. [Applause. } 

Shall those ranks be broken while the danger 
still threatens. 

THE DANGER IN DIVISION. 
Lot the whites divide, what happens? Here 


is this dangerous, and alien inHuence that | 


holds the balance of power. It cannot be won 
by argument, for itis without information, un- 
derstanding or traditions—hence without con- 
victions. It must be bought by race privileges 
ranted as such, or by money paid outright. 
zt us follow this in its twofold aspect. One 
faction gives the negro certain privileges and 
wins. The other offers more. The first bids 
under, and so the sickening work goes on until 
the barriers that now protect the social integ- 
rity and peace of both races are swept away. 
The negro gains nothing, for he secures these 
spoils and privileges not by deserving them, 
or qualifying himself for them, but as the 
slunder of an irritating struggle in which he 
oses that Jlargeness of sympathy 
tolerance, thatis at last essential to his well 
being and advancement. The other aspect is 
as bad. One side puts up five thousand dol- 
lars for the purchase of the negro vote and 
wins. The other, declining at first to corrupt 
the suffrage, butrealizing at last that the aa- 
ministration on which its life and property 
depends is at stake, doubles this and so the de- 
bauching deepens until at last such enor- 
mous sums are spent that they must 
be recouped from the public treasuries. Good 
men disgusted go tothe rear. The shrewd 
and unscrupulous are put to the front, and the 
negro carrying with him the balance of power 
falls at last into the grasp of the faction which 
is most cunning and conscienceless. National 
parties finding here theircheapest market and 
widest field, will pour millions into the south, 
adding tothe corruption fands of municipal and 
state factions until the ballot box will be hope- 
lessly debauched, all the approaches thereto 
corrupt, and all the results therefrom tainted. 
I understand perfectiy that this is not the 
largest view of this question to take. The 
larger interests of this sectiomand of the union 
do not rest here. I deplore this fact. I would 
that the south, fettered by no circumstances 
and embarrassed by no problem,could take her 
place by the side of her sister states, making 
alliance as her interest,or patriotism suggested. 
[Prolonged applause. ]} 
LOYALTY TO THE UNION. 
Let me say here that I yield to no man in 
I was taught from 
my cradle to love it, and my father loving it 
tothe last, nevertheless gave his life for 
Georgia when she asked it at his hands. Lov- 
ing the union as he did, yet would I do unto 
Georgia even as he did.

it with the blood of our best and bravest—and 
we accept without complaint, and abide in 
dignity its direct and ult®ate results and shall 
hold it to be, in spite of defeat, forever 
honorable and sacred. This much Ladd. No 
king that ever sat on a throne, though backed 
by autocratic power, would have dared to sub- 
ject his kingdom to the strain, and his people 
to the burden that the north puton the pros- 
trate, impoverished, and helpless south when 
it enfranchised the body of our late slayes. We 
would not undo this if we could. "We know 
that this step, though taken in haste, shall 
never be retraced. Posterity will judge of the 
wisdom and patriotism in which it was or- 
dered, and the honor and equity in which it 
was worked out. 
AN APPEAL TO POSTFRITY. 

To that iudgment we appeal with con- 
fidence. From that judgment Mr. Blaine 
has already appealed by shrewdly urg- 
ing in his written history, that the north 
did not intend to enfranchise the negro, but 
was foreed to do it by the stubborn attitude of 
the south. Be that as it may, it is our problem 
now, and with resolute hands and unfailing 
hearts we must carryit tothe end. It domi- 
nates, and will dominate, all other issues 
with us. Political spoils are not to be consid- 
ered. The administration of our affairs is 
secondary, and patronage is-.less. Economic 
issues are as naught, and even great moral re- 
forms must wait on the settlement of this 
question. To quarrel over other issues 
while this is impending is to imitate the 
mother quail that thrums the leaves afar from 
her nest, or recall the finesse of the Spartan 
boy who smiled in his mother’s face while he 
hid the fox that was gnawing at his vitals. 

What themis the duty of the south? Simply 
this. i. mAivtain the political as well as the 
social integri€y of her white race, and to ap- 
pealto ft ¥: vorld for patience and justice, 

et us shOspthat it is not sectional prejudice, 
buta sectivfm@i problem that keeps us com- 
pacted. That it is not the hope of dominion 
or power but an abiding necessity—not spoils 
or patronage, but plain self preservation that 
holds the white race together in the south. 
Let us inake this so plain!that a community any- 
where searching its own heart would say ‘‘the 
necessity that binds our brothers in the south, 
would bind us as closely were the ne- 
cessity here.’’ Let us invite immigrants and 
and meet them with such cordial welcome 
that they will abide with usin brotherhood, 
and so enlarge the body of intelligence and 
integrity, that divided, it may carry the bur- 
den of ignorance without danger. Let us be 
loyal to the union, and not only loyal but loy- 
ing. Let the repullic know that in peace it 
hath nowhere better citizens, nor in war 
braver soldiers, than in these states. Though 
set apart by this problem which God permits 
to rest upon us ,and which therefore is right, 
let us garner our sheaves gladly into tne 
harvest of the unicn, and find joy in our work 
and progress, because it makes broader the 
glory and deeper the majesty of this 
republic that is cemented with eur blood. 
Let us love the fiag that waved over 
Marion and Jasper, that waves over us, and 
that when we are gathered to our fathers, 
shall be a guarantee of liberty and prosperity 
to our children, and our childrens children, 
and know that whatwe do in honor shall 
deepen, and what we do in dishonor shall dim, 
tiie luster of its fixed and glittering stars.

What is the attitude of the north on this 
issue? Two propositions appear to be univer- 
sally declared by the republicans. First, that 
the negro vote of the south is suppressed by 
violence, or miscounted by fraud. Second, 
that it shall be freely cast and fairly counted. 
While republicans agree on these 
declarations, there are those who 
hold them sincerely, but would 
be glad to see the first disapproved, and the 
second thereby wiped out—and those who hold 
them in malignity, and who will main- 
tain the first, that they may justify the storm 
that lies hid in the second. 

A MESSAGE TO THE NORTH. 

Let us send today a few words to the fair- 
minded republicans of the north. Here is a 
fundamental assertion—the negroes of the 
south can never be kept in antagonism with 
their white neighbors—for the inti- 
macy and frienfliness of the relation 
forbids. This friendliness, the most important 
factor of the problem—thesaving factor now as 
always—the north has never,and it appears will 
never, take account of. It explains that oth- 
erwise inexplicable thing—the fidelity and 
loyalty of the negro during the war to the 
women and children left in his care. 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin portrayed the habit, rather 
than the exception of slavery, the return 
of the confederate armies could not have 
stayed the horrors of arson and murder their 
departure would have invited. Instead of that, 
Witness the miracle of the slave in loyalty 
closing the fetters about his own limbs—main- 
taining the families of those who fought against 
his freedom—and at night on the far-off battle- 
field searching among the carnage for his 
young master, that he might lift the dying 
head to his humble breast, and 
with rough hands' wipe the blood 
away, and bend his tender ear 
to catch the last words for the old ones at home, 
wrestling meanwhile in agony and love, 
that in vicaricus, sacrifice he would have laid 
down his life in his master’s stead. This 
friendliness, thank God, has survived the 
lapse of years, the interruption of factions, and 
the violence of campaigns, in which the bayo- 
net fortified, and thé drum-beat inspired. 
Though unsuspected in slavery, it explains the 
miracle of *64—though not yet confessed, it 
must explain the miracle of-1588.,

If so, diligent search has not found it. 
Where then was the vote suppressed through 
violence? In the 12,000 election precincts of 
tho south, where was a ballot box rifled, or a 
registry list altered? Thirteen repub- 
lican congressmen were elected, many 
of them by  ~wmajorities so _ slender 
that the vote of asingle precinct would have 
changed the result. In West Virginia, with 
its wild and lawless districts, the governorship 
hangs on less than three bundred votes, and 
this very day the governor of Tennessee and 
his cabinet are passing on a legal question in 
the casting ef twenty-three votes that elects 
or defeats acongressman. In West Virginia 
and in Tennessee the law will be applied as 
impartially and the ofticial vote held as sacred 
as in New York or Ohio. Where, then, is the 
wholesale fraud of Which complaint is made? 

In the face of this showing, let me quote 
from an editorial in the Chicago Tribune, one 
of the most powerful anda usually conserya- 
tive journal, charging that the negro vote is 
suppressed and miscounted. It says: 

AN INFAMOUS SUGGESTION. 

“Thetroubie is, the blacks will not fight for them- 
selves. White men, or Indians, situated as the 
negroes, would have made the rivers of the south 
run red with blood before they would submit to the 
usurpations and wrongs with which the black pas- 
sively endure. Oppressed by generations of slavery, 
the negroes are non-combatants. They will not 
shoot and burn for their rights.’’ 

Mark the unspeakable infamy of this sugges- 
tion. The “trouble” is that the negroes will 
not rise and shoot and burn. Not the ‘‘mercy”’ 
is that they do not—but the “trouble’’ is that

HARD AT WORK 


To Have Everything Ready for Congress to 
Act Upon. 

Wasnrincron; December 1.—The house 
cominittee on appropriations took a recess to- 
day, but work on bills is being pushed vigor- 
ously by members having them in charge. 
The bill covering appropriations forthe Dis- 
trict of Columbia will be ready to report to 
congress Monday or Tuesday. The sub- 
committee in charge of the sundry civil and 
fortification bill report progress and express 
the hope that the measure may be ready for 
consideration by the full committee during 
the coming week. The district bill appropriates 
about the same sumin total as the bill for 
the current year—about four million dollars, 

The committee will soon consider the bi!l 
providing for the refunding of the debt of the 
District of Columbia. Something in excess of 
twenty millions of bonds fall due in 1892 and 
1895, and itis proposed by the commissioncrs 
to issue a 3.65 bond in exchange for the pres- 
ent indebtedness bearing a considerably higher 
rate of interest. 

The Ford committee investigating the evils 
of unrestricted immigration has not held a 
meeting this week for the want of a quorum, 
Messrs. Ford and Oates being the only mem- 
bers present in the city. Mr. Ford said to an 
Associated Press reporter today: 

‘There haye been some developments this 
week which may make it necessary for the 
committee to take additional testimony and 
that will be decided at a meeting to be held 
Monday morning.” 

“Tn what direction will the committee go in 
search of further evidence ?’’

SOME DEMOCRATS STILT. HOPE FOR 
A MAJORITY. 


BUT THE CHANCES ARE AGAINST THEM 


President and Mrs. Cleveland Returning to 
the White House—The Proposed 
Angusta Trip. 


Wasnincton, December 1.—[Special.J— 
Quite a large number of members were at the 
capitol today. The republicans were all 
smiling In good humor, while the democrats 
were exactly the reverse. The republican 
members have spent the day guying the dem- 
ocrats in a good natured way over their defeat. 
Very few number express any doubt of the re- 
publicans having a majority in the next 
house, but some of the house officials express 
the opinion that there will be no certificate of 
election issued in the Chattanooga district of 
Tennessee, as the governor of the state claims 
the republican candidate was elected while 
the secretary of state claims that the demo- 
cratic candidate received the majority of 
votes. The certificate of election Jias been 
signed by both the governor and secretary of 
state, but both refuse to sign the same cer- 
tificate. 

WHAT HOUK THINKS. 

Representative Houk, of Tennéssec, a re- 
publican, however, says that Evans, the re- 
publican, will get the certificate. He says 
both Governor Taylor and the secretary of 
state are trying to make capital out of the 
case. Taylor, he thinks, hopes to get the re- 
publieans to join with his friends to send him 
to the senate in the place of Mr. Harris, and 
thinks to aid himself in this enterprise by giv- 
ing the certificate to Evans. The secretary of 
the state, on the other hand, will soon be up 
before the legislative caucus for renominating, 
and he aims to make himself solid with his 
party by certifying to the election of Mr. 
Bates, the democrat. 

There is some hope among’ some democrats 
that in some of fhe other disputed districts the 
democrats will get the certificates, and it is 
possible when the house is organized that they 
might have a bare majority. If this should 
prove correct, the democrats will hold the 
house, for it is evident that no “political party 
will unseat one or two of their own men and 
let men.of the other party go in and obtain 
control. The opinion that upon organization 
the democrats will have a bare majority, is, 
however, only entertained by about halfa 
dozen mémbers. Most of them are willing to 
admit that the republicans have the house. 

THE RACE AGAINST CHANDLER. 

Representative Guilinger, of New Hamp- 
shire, is making a splendid race for the senate 
against Senator Bill Chandler, and the New 
Hampshiro members and politicians say that 
he has already practically defeated the most 
bitter enemy the south ever had. Mr. Gullin- 
ger, it is understood, already has a majority of 
the members of the New Hampshire house 
pledged to vote for him.

The Anarchists Showing Their Heads Once 
More—The “Invisible” Committee, 

Cuicaco, December 1.—A local paper, re- 
ferring to the revival of the anarohistic agita- 
tion in this city, says: 

So much has been written during the past two 
yeatsin wholesale denunciation of the anarchist | 
that the pablic may have become accustomed, if 
not insensibie, toa statement that would otherwise 
have Leen alarming. For this reason this paper bas 
confined its statements concerning these meetings 
to'a bare, unvarnished announcement of them until 
practical investigntions warranted more. The rest!t 
of inquiries goes to show that history ts rapidly re- 
peating irself, also, as far asthe £0 called soctal revo- 
lution is concerned and that already, at least another 
date for its inauguration has been fixed by the anar- 
chists all over the country. The movement is local, 
national and international. According to Informa- 
tion, fully authenticated, now in the hands ofthe 
Chicago police. not very long ago a committee of six 
was appointed in thiscity to take into considera - 
tion waysand means for reviving the revolutionary 

Cause. No one at present knows how this commit- 
tee originated. It was less than three days ago that 
the names of these six propagandators reached the 
private drawerof Inspector Bonfield, but he has 
them, and unless the policy of the city government 
intervenes, they will be placed under arrest within 
possibly twenty-fourhours. They are known as the 
‘Invisible committee.’ That is, they e%e supposed 
to be unknown to the mass of anarchists 
in Chicago, notwithstanding they have sole control 
and direction of the movement of organization. 
They work with other anarchists individually, and 
not as a body, and hoid theiridentity sacredly secret. 
This plan was adopted because of the failure of tke 
central organization plan, which brought Spies and 
Parsons and the others to the galows. With this 
sort of “invisible’’ head, the work wes begun about 
& year ago, and progressed very slowly at first, but 
as goon as the revolutionists fully realized that there 
was a directing fountain head, they rallied around 
the revolutionary standard, and during the past few 
months the work of preparing for revobkution has 
been going forward with greatactivity. Aside from 
& majority of the thirty-two organizations affiliated 
with the central labor union, the 
invisible committee has been propagating 
the revolutionary cause through a number of 
anarchistic societies, prominent among which is 
the newly-formed Arbeiter Bund, the A. R. Par- 
sons assembly No. 1, the reorganization of the 
Epelied Knights of Labor assembly No. 1,307, of 
which Parsons was a leading member, the Social- 
istic Publishing society, which owns and controls 
the Arbeiter Zeftung on the communistic plan, and 
the Workingmen’s Defense association, which raised 
money to defend Hronek and his fellow-conspira- 
tors, are also active in the work. 

The plan of campaign, as uearly asit has been 
comprehended by the police, is, so far as public 
associations and meetings are concerned, to teaeh 
fuarchy, to create in the minds of socialisis 
hatred of the law and law officers, 
and to inspire a spirit of revenge for the 
execution of Spies and his comrades Their 
teachings are carried out by speeches, more or less 
incendiary. The movement is growing bolder 
every day. The ‘‘Arbeiter Bund”’ js the latest form 
of revolutionary agitation, and at its last public 
meeting, held on Thanksgiving Day, a circular, the 
substance of which was given in these dispatch<s 
last night, was secretly distributed among those 
present, who were supposed to be true to the cause. 
The circular purports to have been printed in 1383 
at Pittsburg, but thatis a deception. The orieinal 
was issued by the congress of the international 
Working People’s association, October 16, 15888, 
but those editlons were exhausted 
long ago. A new batch has been printed in close 
imitation of the old one andis being drstributed in 
the interests ofanarchy, The‘Arbieter Bund” has 
a public career of less than ten days, but Its 
projectors have been at work secretly for some 
time and matured a plan of propagating anarchy 
under cover ofthe Abor movement very much on 
the plan of two years ago, Which culminated in the 
terrinle slaughter atthe Haymarket. Then it was 
that the reds espoused the eight hour movement, 
not because they believed in it, but because it was 

the sensation of the day and they were compelled 
to fallin withit. It was then arranged fora gencral 
strike on May Ist, in the eight hour cause, and the 
anarchists prepared their bombs and got ready for 
inaugurating a social revolution on that day, The 
result is fresh in the mindsofall. History is repeating

THE EMPEROR IS SICK. 


BUT HE MAKES EVERYTHING HUS- 
TLE AROUND HI. 


SEVERAL NEWSPAPERS PROSECUTED 


Because Their Articles Reflected on the Em: 
press--The British Parliament-— Other 
Foreign News of Interest. 


BERL, December 1.—The emperor's pro- 
louged absence trom public life has given rise to 
rumors that he issuffering from an aural tumor 
which is assuming an aggravated form. Semi-<fii- 
cial reports state that his illness Is simply a severe 
cold, contracted through exposure during the re- 
cont hunt at Hetzlingen. No medical advice has 
been sought beyond that of the household physi 
clans, His ear complaint slightly increased during 
the heignt of catarrhal fever, but Improved with 
the return of normal health. Althonghthe weather 
ismild, the emperor is advised toremain indoors 
for some daysto come. He has been in excellent 
spirits, aud bas been fit for work throughout the 
week, receiving visitors and transacting business 
ust as usual. He employed part of his enforced 
eisure in elaborating details of furtherarmy and 
navy reforms. He kept his military eabinet very 
busy, demanding {mmediate reports on a variety of 
questions. Officials of the cabinet find his incessant 
activity 
SOMETHING TOO MUCH FOR THEM. 
He keeps them working sometimes sightand day 
insisting that there be no delay in feports he de 
mands, his unvarylug orders being to reply within 
twenty-four hours. 
Admiralty officials share the excitement of the 
war office which has been especially stiinnlated this 
week by messages from the emperor referring to 
navai estimates, the details of which remain un- 
settled. The emperor's order extends into every 
otber department. He has held several conferences 
with Prince Henry of Reuss, German ambassador at 
Vienna, in regardéto the interview with Count Von 
Taafe, Austrian prime minister. 
PROSECUTING THE PAPERS. 
The emperorhas ordered the prosecution of sev 
eral papers for publishing that part of the late 
Emperor Frederick’s diary which related to the 
Austro-Prussian war. Besides the Kieler Zeftung, 
the Freiser@ige organ {snow being prosecuted under 
he emperor's orders, He has every leading paper 
dissected for bim daily. He was especially irritated 
by a statement of the Freisennige papers to the 
eflect that the Empress Victoria exclusively owned 
the diarfes and all journals of Emperor Frederick, 
including a number of unopened documents which 
were secured by a private seal and which the ex- 
empress had Geposited in the royal archives, 
After business, the Emperor has made the even 
ings festive. There wasa family dinner Wednes- 
day, at which were present Prince Leopoid, the 
duke and duchess of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, and 
officers and ladies of the court. On Thursday a 
banqnet was given in honorof the grand duke and 
grand duchess Viadimir of Russta, and last even- 
ing a reception was held at which the same guests 
were present. Altogetherit was a lively week's 
work forasick man. Toiay the emperor ought to 
have gone on a hunt at Springe-Hanover,but he sent 
Prince Leopo'd in his stead. 
IN THE REICHSPAG. 

The reichstag commission will begin to consider 
the budget on Monday, and will sit daily in order io 
report before Christmas. The commission will 
hear privately more about armament than was dis- 
closed inopen debate In the reichstag. The chief 
of admiralty, Monts, candidly told the reichsiag 
that the memorandum of the navy was drawn up 
purposely so that foreign nations might not learn 
more than was necessary. Tue memorandum, he 
said, was an inadequate representation of the 
projected inc Pease of the navy, but he promised to 
give iull information to the commission. 

Herr Von Benningsen, commenting on the 
estimates, showed that 116,000,000 marks could 
not possibly cover the cost of building twenty- 
eight vesselsand tliat armaments § ajone, 
apartfrom the increased expense for the 
crews, would necessitate an additional ex- 
penditure of 30 million marks. 

A feeling of distrust among members of the 
reichstag, regarding hy ee es for arma- 
ments, is on the increase. The debate brought 
out the reminder that last year General Vou 
Caprivi, predecessor of Vice-Admiral Mont as 
chief of admiralty, presented a memorandum 
to the effect that the navy, although small, 
was in the best of condition and able to meet 
any demand that might be made upon it in 
case of war. 

Members of the reichstag now ask for what 
reason the government declares that not a 
single ship isfequal to modern requirements. 
The budget is destined to closer scrutiny and 
more opposition than seemed probable, 

Leibknecht’s denunciation of the govern- 
ment’s foreign policy has found no sympathetic 
criticism, even in progressist organs. 

But his criticism of the invalid workmen’s 
insurance project will assuredly have an intlu- 
ence in modifying the bill. A majority of the 
members of the reichstag agree that the annu- 
ity secured to an invalid or aged workman is 
insufficient. Numerous petitions, signed by 
many thousands of’ workmen, have 
been presented to the reichstag, 
protesting against both the meagreness of the 
annuity and the lateness of age, seventy 
years, when itis claimable. Workmen circles 
also fiercely oppose the system proposed that 
each workman should carry a book for the 
recording of payment as apt to become a dan- 
gerous weapon in the hands of hostile em- 
p'oyers. In consequence of the general 
diskke the measure will be withdrawn 
or altered. The report that the government 
Intends to close the session in February, and 
to dissolve the house early in the autumn, is 
obtaining currency among the progressists and 
centerists,but is discredited by the government 
groups. Rickert, accepting the report as prob- 
able, said he deemed fhe time opportune for 
the introduction of a motion to the effect that 
the federal governments instruct their agents 
to maintain a more strict observance of the 
electoral law. Hesupported the motion by 
citing numerous arbitrary arrests during the 
last election of the distributors of voting pa- 
pers, and others engaged in legitimate electo- 
ral business. He also showed to be illegal the 
prohibition and dissolution of public meet- 
ings, which be said amounted to a suppression 
of the right of electors tocombine. Socialists 
Singer and Kroeber confirmed the statesments 
of Rickert, declaring the government agents 
everywhere interfered to wipe out the socialists, 
Marquarison, national, admitted the existence 
of the grievances denounced, and urged that 
even in the interest of the government an in- 
quiry would be useful. He, therefore, pro- 
posed that the motion be remitted to the com- 
mission on verification of elections. The house 
assented by a large majority. 

The socialist electoral manifesto predicts a 
struga@le of unnsual vehemence. It reminds 
the electors that the reichstag will be elected 
not for three years, a8 herctofore, but for five 
years, and says that, by virtue of tho resolu- 
tions of the Saint-Gale congress, the socialist 
candidates should be nominated in every dis- 
trict where there areany adherents of the party, 
even if the chance of election be remote, 
in order to show the number of 
socialists in the empire. The socialist man- 
ifesto further says the leéctorate, is coming 
to its senses and will not again Le scared by 
war phantoms evoked in 1887. The issuance 
of the manifesto appears to be rather prema- 
ture... The term of the  roichstag 
expires Vebraary 22, 18%). Before 
then war’s  sternest rea@lit.es may 
enwrap Europe. In tbe meantime the 
manifest heralds greater activity and socialist 
agitation while the reich-tag’s proceeding dis- 
courage police interference, This was seen ip 
the marvelous toleration accorded to the 
socialist workmen's demonstration last even- 
ing. At their meeting Von Singer made a 
strong speech in which he denounced the in- 
yalid work meag’s insurance bill. “The police 
dissolved the meeting but they did not interfere 
with the street demonstration. A large num- 
ber of workmen formed in procession and pa- 
raded the streets singing the “ Marseillaise.’’ 
They crossed Unter Den Linden,and proceeded 
to the residence of Von Singer, where they 
dispersed. The police greedily watched the 

rocession but didn’t make a single arrest. 

Bismarck wil! appear in the reiehstag on the 
occasion of the debate om colonial affairs. A 
hitch has occurred with Eagland over the last 
Africa bleckade agreement. Lord Saiisbury’s 
statement in the house of lords that [ermany 
did not intend to combine her land and sea 
operations is in direct, variance with the views 
of the Berlin government. Bismarks plens 
are affected, and military action 
will accompany the blockade of the statians 
along the coast for some distance in the inte- 
rior. The government holds that the blockade 
+ alone would be futile. Permanent possession 
of the coast is the only means of suppressing 
the slave trade, besides enabling the govern- 
ment to terminate the bicckade,

Surely, said Sir James, Mr, 
Morley did not seriously suggest the absolute 
aband nun. of Suakim, 

tecurring to the slave trade, the speaker 
said he was able to intimate that the governe- 
ment had proposed to Belgium to initiate fresh 
references to the powers on the lines indicated 
by Cardinal Lavigerie, with a view to miti- 
gating the evil. It wasthe policy of the gov- 
ernment to encourage commerce with central 
and east Africa. The development of come- 
merce was the best method of combatting the 
slave traftic. Ifa road was pushed into the 
interior so that cheap and easy transportation 
was available, the gystem of slave porterage 
would no longer be profitable. He trusted 
that the house would support a work promix- 
ing such blessings to humanity. [Cheers.]

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The Farmers and Their Future. 

Our short article in last SunDAy’s CON- 
STITUTION on the condition of the farmers 
has provoked many suggestions—out of 
which we enlarge the discussion. We are 

led to give further place to this matter than 
would otherwise seem advisable, because 
the problem of the farmers’ condition and 
needs is wider than Georgia, and applies to 
ell of the south Atlantic states. 

Since the war the farmers of Georgia 
have produced ‘and sold more than one 
thousand million dollars worth of cotton. 
This has beet the basis of Georgia’s pros- 
perity and growth. It has built her cities 
and maintained her commerce. For the 
first fifteen years after the war it was almost 
our sole resource. We had not then begun 

to mine extensively and manufactured 
ecarcely atall. What the farmer raised 
from the soil—that was the sole capital 
with which we rebuilded our homes and 
established our prosperity. Since then. 
though supplemented by mines and ma 
factures, it has carric’ 4 burden of 
our growth «; | as ween our main capital 
and commercial medium. 

As stated above, the Georgia farmer has 
made nearly one thousand million dollars 
worth of cotton since 1865, If he has been 

’ able to save from this vast—this almost in- 
comprehensible—sum to more than barely 
support life, and not enough to keep his 
farm from under mortgage—if he has been 
growing poorer while out of the enormous 
wealth he created others have been 
growing richer—then, assuredly there 
fs something wrong in his own 
methods or in the adjustment 
of his relations to the other classes of 
society. What is it? And, no matter which 
it is, how can it best be remedied? 

There are three classes of wealth produc- 
ers in the state. Ist. The farmer, who 
produces from field and pasture. 2nd. The 
manufacturer who creates a value by adding 
to the value of raw material. 3rd. The 
miner, or quarryman, who digs or cuts the 
raw, rich ore from its place. Of these 
classes the farmer stands as 92 percent, the 
manufacturer and miner combined, 8 per 
cent. The smaller classes are prosperous 
and growing rich. Steadily they enlarge 
their operations, increase their dividends, 
‘accumulate wealth. If the larger class, the 
farmer—making 92 per cent of the whole— 
Janguishes or does not advance, the smaller 
classes, and all other classes of society must 
guffer-and languish. Forthe farmer not 
only produces the wealth, but he {s also the 

main purchaser in the market. 

Another point to be considered is this. 
No section can prosper, the profits of whose 
industries are sent into alien purses.  Ire- 
land is impoverished because of her ab- 
gentee landlords. The rent of her land is 

‘gent to the English owners, and thus 
stripped of her earnings Ireland languishes. 
The Hon. W. J. Northen estimates that 
$40,000,000 of foreign money is loaned on 
Georgia farms—mortgages. If this be true, 
and the estimate is probably smaller than 
the truth, this means that at 8 per cent, (a 
third less than the rea) rate, commissions 
added) $3,200,000 is stripped from our farms 
every year and sent to foreign mortgage 
holders. It is probable that the land on 
which the money is loaned Is not valued at 
more than $2.50 an acre. The total loans 
would thus cover 16,000,000 acres—more 
than half our improved acreage, It is said 
that one-third of thefarm lands of Georgia 
are under mortgage, and this is probably a 
fairly conservative estimate. In one of the 
western states 05 per cent of the farm lands 
were atone time under mortgage, and in 
many of them more than 50 percent. It is 
a sad thing for Georgia that $3,200,000 is 
sent annually out as interest to absentee 
mortgage-holders. It will be very much 
worse for us if the troubles under which 
this was brought about deepen, 

And Georgia is mortgaged to the extent 
of a northwesiern state. 

There are three points that should be in- 
vestigated thoroughly at once, 

First—Are the farmers of Georgia making 
Quy progress—are they going backwards? 

Second—If they are not making progress, 
what isthe cause? 

Third—The cause being ascertained, what 
is the remedy? 

One thing may be accepted in the begin- 
ming. ‘here isnocanuse for depression in 
our agriculture that rests in the soil or in 
the climate. The climate is simply perfect. 

As to soil, that isa matter of food and 
care, except in a few states where it is 
virgin and where, againstits fertility,stands 
such difficulties as drouth, bad water and 
Jack of social and commercial activities. 
The best farmers and the most prosperous 
in the world live in northern Ohio, Every 
acre of their land is fed annually, and its 
fertility is measured by the skill and free- 
dom with which the soil is fed. This being 
the case, all that is needed in the soil is a 
basis on which to lay the fertilizing food 
and the power to hold it with tenacity and 
assimilate it properly. These qualities 
Georgia soil has to perfection, and by sim- 
ply giving to the land each year more fvod 
than is taken from it in the crop and alter- 
mating crops so as to rest it, Georgia farms 
can be brought to the fertility of the best 
‘Ohio lands, The grasses grow well here. 
smal) fruits and orchards thrive, the cereals 
prosper, root crops grow amazingly and this 
diversified fertilty is crowned with the 
power to produce cotton, the best money 
crop of the world. All that is needed, 
therefore, to make Georgia soil as rich as 
that of Ohio is to give it proper treatment. 
With soil half as rich as that of Ohio and 
its advantages of climate and cotton cy)- 
ture with which to put a golden key on 
the arch of the farmers’ products, the farm- 
ers of Georgia ought to surpass in riches 

and prosperity their brothers in Ohio.

A Word to Atlanta People. 

On next Wednesday a mayor, aldermen 
and councilmen are elected. Two tickets 
are before the people. Of these the ‘‘con- 
servative’’ ticket should be elected.

The prohibitionists and 
the anti-prohibitionists who originally fused 
in the movement of the committee of 
seventy-five, each in the Interest of con- 
servatism, withdrew their ticket, leaving no 
organization supporting the citizens’ ticket, 
unless the M. A. B’s. are behind it.

The Southern Field for Fiction. 

We print elsewhere some interesting ex- 
tracts from an article contributed by Judge 
Albion W. Tourgee to the Forum. It is en- 
titled, “The South as a Field for Fiction,” 
and it takes a hopefully prophetic view of 
the literary movement in the south, 

The readers of Tuk CONSTITUTION will 
remember Judge Tourgee as the author of 
‘The Fool’s Errand,’’ a book which had re- 
markable popularity fora time. The story 
was written from the point of view of a re- 
publican, and a carpet-bagger at that, but 
the writer had broad views, and he paid 
some very high tributes to southern civiliza- 
tion and character. Moreover, he paid the 
south the further tribute of making it the 
scene of more than one of his stories. It 
will be seen that in his Forum article he re- 
turns to his first loveand makes some proph- 
ecies that are flattering enough to develop 
into facts. 

We need not discuss here the secret of the 
impulse that has been given to literature 
pecullarly southern and provincial in its 
character. It is enough to know that its 
growth and development during the last 
twenty years has been something phenome- 
nal. This period has given the world the 
works of Sidney Lanier, whose fame is, 
growing every day. It has given us the pow- 
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erful stories of Miss Murfree, in Tennessee; 
the works of Cable and the touching novel- 
lettes of Miss Grace King, in Louisiana; Mrs, 
Bellamy’s ‘Old Man Giibert,’’ in Alabama; 
the delightful stories of Colonel Richard M. 
Johnston, Harry Edwards, Mrs. Mel R. 
Colquitt and Miss Mat Crim, in Georgia; 
and the works of Thomas Nelson Page, Mrs. 
Rives-Chanler, W. W. Archer and Miss 
McClelland, in Virginia. 

All these writers have won approval at 
the north, and some of them in England 
and their works form a body of fictive liter- 
ature of which any country might be proud, 
The writings of these authors are not popu-

lar because they deal with what is new, but 
because they possess important strength and 
originality, and deal with human nature in 
a fresh and an unconventional way. 

And yet, the southern field has barely 
been touched. . Our writers bave been en- 
gaged in experiments merely; they have 
been reconnoitering, so to speak. The ma- 
terial that is waiting to be transformed is 
inexhaustible, no matter whether it is ap- 
proached by the romancer or the realist, the 
poet or the novelist. 

Somewhere among us is the man or the 
woman who will write a great American 
novel, and it will deal with life in the south, 
It will ignore sectionalism or any hint of it, 
and will deal with life and character, as well 
as with eyents, as material for the produc- 
tion of artistic results. —

Governor Bullock on Reconstruction. 

We print this morning an article on the 
reconstruction period by ex-Governor Bul- 
lock, written in the admirable English, and 
no less admirable temper, that charac- 
terizes all his productions. The ex-gover- 
nor is disposed to defend the policy of re- 
construction. We shall not enter into a 
discussion of reconstruction. The record 
of reconstruction is made.

Governor Bullock’s own skirts are clear 
ofthe reproach of that period.

But the policy he de- 
fends, in all its details, has been tried be- 
fore a larger jury in final judgment, and 
sentence has been passed upon it,

silly utterance on the part of some northern 
speaker or writer provokes a ripple of just 
indignation down this way, but we can very 
well afford to disregard these ill-natured 
attacks. When an attackis made upon the 
south it is always made by some ambitious 
politician or editor who has failed to keep 
up with his people, and who entirely mis- 
apprehends their sentiments, 

The people of the north are not engaged 
in the work of insulting and belittling the 
south. They do not go into spasms when 
they hear of the southern confederacy. On 
the contrary, they have a sincere respect 
and admiration for the brave men who 
fought against them. Ona recent occasion 
in Boston this feeling was manifested inthe 
most significant manner. The representa- 
tive of the Confederate Home of Austin, 
Texas, visited the city and appealed for aid, 
A meeting was held in the famous Old 
South church, attended by the Adamses, 
Claflins, Rices, Gastons, Paines, Andrewses 
and others of the most prominent citizens. 
A hasty collection netted the sum of $2,000, 
and a committee was appointed to secure 
further subscriptions. 

The following extract from the commit- 
tee’s address speaks for itself: 

By the constitution of the state of Texas no pub- 
lic money can be appropriated for private institu- 
tions. The home, therefore, must rely entirely on 
private gererosity. The civil war isathing of the 
past. Its cause has been forever removed. Massa 
chusetts was the first to ral'yin defense of the 
union. In the restored union her soldiers were the 
first toclasp hands with those against whom they 
drew swords, Her business men, many of wh«se 
interests are closely connected with the state of 
Texas, will not prove less tolerant and churitable 
than the soldiers who defended those interests. 

There is astronger reason even than the fact 
that suffering is to be relieved and why Boston 
should make a generous response. Such a response 
from Boston, the birthplace of American liberty, 
will show that the charity of her peop'e is not 
measured by state lines or past opinions, and will be 
a potent factor in healing the wounds of the late 
struggle and awakening new and abiding sympa- 
tries in the heartsof all, north and south. The 
distress of the maimed and wounded appeal to 
every feeling heart. 

When Boston goes enthusiastically to 
work to aid the Texans in establishing a 
confederate home, it is useless for a few 
politicians to attempt to revive the old war 
feeling between the sections. The people, 
north and south, have buried their old an- 
tagonisms, and they regard the man who 
would revive them asa cranky demagogue 
or a public enemy. 

The great trouble of the age is that many 
of our so-called leaders are a generation be- 
hind their people. They have learned 
nothing and forgotten nothing, while their 
constituents have earnestly grappled with 
the new problems of the day, leaving dead 
issues to take care of themselves, 

Why should we care for the drivel of some 
old dotard in his cups, or the fiery screeds 
that are written by an editor here and there 
to serve an imaginary campaign necessity? 
Such stuff is not of the people or from the 
people. The fact is, the people are all right, 
and their great aim is to dwell together in 
brotherhood and harmony.

Our total product 
per week is between three thousand and thir y-five 
hundred dollars. You can figure from this how 
much money is kept at home by our little enter- 
prise. Ourtrade extends all around for 150 miles. 
We make nothing except vials, bottles and chim- 
neys. QOurflint bottles are equal toany made in 
America,and our green bottles are better than 
most factories turn out. We are making the best 
flint chimneys, and have no trouble in selling our 
product at a good profit.’’

SOMETHING ABOUT THE GREAT CON 
TEST FOR MUNICIPAL HONORS. 


The Outlook Bright for Glenn and His 
Ticket—A Light Registration and a New 
Candidate for Alderman. 


Next Wednesday is the day upon which the 
people of Atlanta wil! elect a new mayor, six 
councilmen and one, possibly two, aldermen.

Who will win—Glenn or Brown? The con- 
servative ticket, or the people’s ticket? 

That is the most interesting question in the 
campaign now drawing to a close—the question 
everybody is asking everybody. 

No man can read the future, but it is entirely 
safe to say that indications point to the election 
of Glenn and the whole conservative ticket. 
Men in position toknow say that Glenn will 
be elected beyond a doubt, and that there is 
little doubt of the election of the rest of the 
ticket. But Mr. Brown's friends are confident 
of his success. 

A Glenn man last night laid a wager of $10 
that Glenn would beat Brown a thousand 
votes. 

A prominent prohibitionist says that his 
lowest estimate of Glenn’s majority is 500.

He said—*Brown will get 900 M.A. B.

thirds of the colored voie.”’ 

‘Two well-informed colored men who have 
taken an active part in the canvass, say that 
Glenn will get fully one-half of the colored 
yote and two-thirds of the white vote. 

The New Alderman, 

Mr. O’Neill’s bill to give Atlanta an addi- 
tional alderman has been read the second time 
in the senate, and wil! probably come up fora 
third reading tomorrow. If it passes and the 
governor signs it, two aldermen instead of one 
will be voted for next Wednesday. 

Dr. H..G. Hutchison is suggested by his 
friends as a suitable man to be elected as the 
additional alderman in.the event the bill shall 
become alaw. Mr. Reinhardt and Mr. Falvey 
are the other prominent candidates.

Held fn the Open Air Last Night Out on 
Decatur Street. 

About 150 to 200 people, accepting the esti- 
mate of one of the speakers, were at the open 
air meeting held last night on Decatur street, 
iust beyond the cemetery,in the interest of Mr. 
Brown and the people’s ticket. 

Dr. T. E. Collier acted as chairman, intro- 
ducing as the first speaker Mr, lt. B. Black- 
man. 

Mr. Blackman referred to Mr. Brown’s chal- 
lenge to Colonel Glenn and to Colonel Glenn’s 
refusal to take part in ajoint debate.

A NEGRO INSURRECTION. 


WHICH 300 WHITE MEN SUPPRESS 
IN WILK£S COUNTY. 


Two of the Negro Leaders Drowned in Broad 
River With Rocks for Sinkers—Negro 
Man and Woman Terrilly Whipped. 


News reached Atlantajlast night of a negro 
insurrection which took place in Wilkes 
county, several days ago, on the Broad river 
near the line of Lincoln county, ending in a 
terrible tragedy. 

It seems that on Thursday of last week, the 
negroes repaired to the home of Mrs. Jane 
Brumlett, during the absence of her husband 
and grossly insulted her. The negroes were 
armed to the teeth, and when the officers went 
to arrest them, they offered stout resis- 
tance and fired upon the officers. 

The news of the insurrection spread rapidly 
over the county and in ashort time a band of 
300 armed white men, including many of the 
best citizens, was organized—the men coming 
from Wilkes and the adjoining counties. The 
little army marched tothe scene of insurrec- 
tion and forthwith subdued the blacks. 

Two of the negro leaders of the insurrection 
named Tom Smith and John Coleman, were 
taken from the stockade of Mr. Henry J. 
Hill, where they had  ~been_ con- 
fined for safe keeping. Heavy rocks 
were tied to their bodies with stout ropes and 
they were thrown into Broad river alive, just 
above Baker’s ferry. The men sank and per- 
ished. The bodies have not only not been re- 


| covered, but no effort has been made to re- 


cover them. 

A negro woman named Hulda Smith, anda 
negro man named Jim Smith were taken into 
the woods by the stern regulators and severely 
whipped. 

This occurred on last Tuesday night. 

The regulators received information that a 
young white man of excellent family had in- 
stigated the insurrection. They begana search 
for the young man. He eludeded his pursuers 
and fled the country, escaping the regulators 
through Mr. Henry J. Hill, who helped him 
across the river. It issaid that he would have 
been summarily dealt with if the regulators 
had caught him. 

Quiet has been restored. But it is sta‘ed 
that Governor Gordon will be called on by 
friends of the offending white men for pro- 
tection. 

For some time past the negroes in that sec- 
tion have been very insulting to the whites, 
particularly so since the election of Harrison. 
They armed themselves and dared any white 
man to try to arrest them. 

The vigilance committee have issued orders 
to the most insolent negroes in that locality to 
leaye the county within a given time.

AN IMPORTANT INJUNCTION, 


Preventing the Transfer of Claims Against 
Railroaders Outside the State. 

Judge Clarke granted an important injunc- 
tion yesterday. 

For some time it has been customary in cer- 
tain mercantile circles to transfer to Chatta- 
nooga claims against employes of the Western 
and Atlantic and East Tennessee railroads. A 
Mr. Shumate, of Chattanooga, formerly of 
Atlanta, has done quite an extensive business 
in the collection of these claims by means of 
garnishments. 

The laws of Georgia prevent. the garnish- 
ment of the wages of laborers working upon & 
fixed salary, but the laws of Tennessee do not; 
hence the practice of sending claims to Chat- 
tanooga. 

The case of T. B. Mullin, a blacksmith on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, was the 
one in which Judge Clarke’s decision was ren- 
dered. Mr. Mullin claimed that a Decatur 
street merchant towhom he owed some money 
was about to transfer the claim to Mr. Shu- 
mate, at Chattanooga, for the purpose of garn- 
ishing his, Mullin’s, wages, and through his 
attorney, Mr. Burton Smith, he prayed for an 
injunction restraining such action. 

Judge Clarke rendered a decision yesterday 
granting plaintiff’s prayer and enjoining the 
defendant from making such transfer. 

This is a decision of great importance, par- 
ticularly to employes of railroads.

The Road Taken from Under the Control of 
the Richmond ard Dauville Officials and 
Placed in the Hands of the Old Ones. 


The East Tennessee is now operated entirely 
by its old officers, and everything is moving 
along just as if the Richmond and Danville 
deal had never been heard of. 

The orders announciag this new phase of the 
affairs of both the East Tennessee and Rich- 
mond and Danville, were received in the city. 
yesterday. 

Chancellor Gibson's decision did it. 

“T suppose thisisonly temporary,’’ remarked 
& prominent railroad official yesterday, ‘‘the 
report of Chancellor Gibson may be endorsed 
by the court and it may not. Ifitis, the case 
will doubtless be taken to the higher courts.” 

A gentleman who is close to Mr. Inman 
stated that the Richmond Termina! people an- 
ticipated no real trouble in the way of litiga- 
tion or legislation, aud ventured the opinion 
that the injunction obtained by the minority 
stockholders of the East Tennessee will not 


last long. 

“You may depend upon it,’’ he said, “that 
the great deal will be a success. The gontle- 
men who are engineering it are not the kind 
that niake failures of anything they under- 
take.’’ 

That seems to be the general opinion.

MEXICANS AND MEXICAN WAYS DE- 
SCRIBED BY MR. DILLON. 


gne All Powerful Judge—Desperate En- 
counters—The Queer Ways of the Peons 
—How The Sdrfis Take Their Baths. 


Mr. J. R, Dillon, a conductor on the Mexi- 
fean National railway, and a former resident 
of Atlanta, is at home on leave of absence. 

He brings good news of the Georgians who 
went to Captain Raoul’s road, and in a short 
talk he told more interesting things about 
Mexicans and their ways than correspondents 
have told in a series of articles. 

Mr. Dillon left Atlanta about a year ago 
with Mr. J. N. Frazier, the former auditor of 
the Mobile and Girard railroad, who  be- 

n on the Mexican National as assist- 
ant superintendent of construction, and 
fg now treasurer of the road. 

The Mexican National railway isa narrow 
gauge and its length from Laredo, Texas, to 
the City of Mexico is 837 1-10th miles. The 

nger trains ron this distance in 36 
f capeayhick is the fastest narrow gauge time 
on the continent. 

The narrow gauge engines are fully as heavy 

any of our broad gauge moguls, and they 
pave 20 by 24 inch cylinders. ‘The road was 
made a narrow gauge because it was thought 
that a broad gauge could not make the sharp 
gurves in winding about the Sierra Nevada 
mountains. 

The powerful locomotives are necessary to 

ull over the steep mountain grades. Some of 

e grades are so steep that it requires two of 
these powerful locomutives to pull ten cars. 

The passenger system of that road is entirely 
ifferett from the American. There are 

ree class, and tickets are soldat so much a 
jlometer, which is five-eights of amile. The 

first-class cars are elegant and the fare is three 
cents a kilometer, the second-class Cars are 
tter than the average first-class cars of the 

nited States and the fare is two cents a 
kilometer.

“We run through a prairie from Laredo to 
the 104th mile post, where we begin to strike 

e mountains. Frem there until we pass 
i cemey and Saltilo we are in the mountains. 
Then we run along the foot of the mountains 
for miles. 

“When we run out in the prairie again we 
asa through no more mountains till we come to 
an Phillippiin the state of Zaccatacas. There 

the road runs through a gap and continues 
in the mountains, either on top or at the foot 
until we get to the city of Mexico. 

“The scenery is the grandest I ever saw. 
Up on one side the mountains are covered 
with snow and down on the 
other side a few hundred feet there is perpet- 
ual sunmer, with farmsand green fields and 
stock grazing. 
~ “The city of Celaya, which has about forty 
fhousand inhabitants gets its ice from a moun- 
tain near by, and from it they cut their sup- 
ply of ice at night and slide itdown. From 
the mountain it is carried on the backs of men 
te the city. 

“The finest scenery is at Toluca forty-six 
miles from the city of Mexico. You come 
arounda curve suddenly anda snow capped 
mountain rises to an immense height 
before you. The snow looks like 
a great white sheet thrown over it and the 
snow line varies slightly with the temperature 
‘but it is well defined and there are always 
streams trickling from it. The mountain is 
thirty miles away, but on account of the clear- 
mess of the atmosphere it does not seem more 
than four or five miles away. 

“The temperature will average 70 all 

be year round, and will not vary much from 
The nights are always cool and in the 
Summer you have to sicep with heavy 
eovering. 

“Salaries out there are good. Mr. Roaul, 
the president, gets $20,000 a year in American 
money and lives in New York. The employes 
are paid in Mexican money, worth about 73 
cents tothe dollar. The engineers get $150 to 

180 a month, conductors average from £115 to 

150, brakemen get $05. They use no flagmen. 
A brakemanin Mexico is put on the train 
with the expectation of making a conductor of 
bim. Allthe other brakemen are Mexican. 
When an American goes on as a brakeman he 
is expected to learn the road as quick as he 
can s\ that he can takea train. 

“The Mexican National was built by English 
Capital entirely, and most of the civil engi- 
Beers were Englishmen. 

“The Mexican Central, owned by the Santa 
Fe system, has a set of men who seem to be 
always in trouble, and always getting into jail. 

‘You know they make a conductor respon- 
sible for accidents to passengers out there, and 
if a man gets hurt, they put the ¢onductor in 
jail and keep him there until he clears him- 
gelf. One of our conductors named Woods 
Caught some people stealing a ride and 
put them off. By the connivance of 
the brakemen, the tramps got on the tracks of 
@ car and continued their ride. The car ran 
off the track and they were killed. Wood was 
Re in jail, but the conductors got hold of 

ood, nailed him upinadry goods box and 
shipped him by express to El] Paso. After 
awhile he thought the trouble had blown over 
and came back. ‘They threw him in jail, kept 
him there three months and eighteen days 
Without a commitment trial, and then turned 
him out without saying whether ho was guilty 
Or innocent. 

“Justice in Mexico isa farce. It is all in 
the hands of the Heiftie Politica or chief judge. 
If he says you go to jail you go, and if he says 
shoot you, they slioot you. 

“If you are on good terms with the Heiflie 
Politica you are all right butif you are not 
you are in a bad fix. To show how it goes, I 
Will tell you my experience. 

“In Mexico iron is very scarce and when a 
train stops if you do not tighten up every link 
and = = pul! down the rear~ brakes 

hey will steal the pins and 
links andsellthem. They cut the train up 
this way sometimes, and it is very annoying. 

Went tothe Heiffie Politica and complained 
About it. I stood in pretty well with him, and 
he said to me: 

“ *You watch for them, and when you catch 
them stealing you kill them—shoot them on 
_ spot—and come tome and you shan’t be 

rt. 

__. did not take his advice, however. 

In Mexico, strange to say, they will do less 
with you for killing a man _ than 
they will for wounding him. There 
are severe penalties for wounding a man, but 
When you kill one, they rarely do anything 
With you. Everybody goes heavily armed in 

exico. They wear big revolvers in holsters 
atthe side, and when two men fall out, the 
one who can draw the quickest isthe man. I

A stove costs $150 
aud an American ham costs a dollar a pound. 
Butter costs75 cents a pound. These high 
prices are due to the duties. Each state in 
Mexico has its duties and its customhouse offi- 
cers. These interstate duties are light, but 
the duties on American goods coming into the 
country are very heavy. 

‘The railroad is now building elegant eating 
houses all along the line, and meals will be 


. — in the best American style at a dollar.

Mexicans think this is high. 
They have breakfast of eggs and 
cofce and bread 7 _ the Mexican 
hotels at 18 cents, dinner for 50 cents and sup- 
per for <i cents. Everything is served in the 
oid Spanish style, removing everything on the 
table with every course. 

“These hotels only keep enongh provisions on 
hand for the guests in the house. If a new 
guest comes in and wantsa meal they have to 
go out and buy the provisicns. 

Mr. Hodges formerly of Savannah, who had 
control ofthe eating honses on the Savarnah, 
Florida and Western railroad has char,e of 
the new eating houseson the Mexican Nat- 
ionai railway. 

“If a mag will conduct himself in Mexico 
as he would have to conduct himself here in 
order to get along, he will be well treated. 
They like Americans. 

“Such a thing asa riot in Mexico is almost 
unknown ; but if one shonld occurr the Heiffee 
Politica wil) send a company of soldiers and 
arrest everybody around and keep them in 
jail until he can investigate. 

“Lverything isin the power of the police. 
If one arrests you always go with him. He 
has unlimited power aud he will kill you in a 
minute if you resist, and he will not be harmed. 

“The policemen there get twenty-five cents 
aday and they wear sandals. Instead of a 
club they wear a bayonet stuck in a secabbard 
at the side. At nigit they all have lanterns 


and a policemen will set his lantern out in the | 


middie of the street and gosit down in a corner 
where itis dark and ont of the wind. 

**Horses are plenty but there are few vehi- 
cles. You can buy a fine horse for $10 and a 
burro or donkey for $1 to $3. They use don- 
keys and mules to carry goods over the moun- 
tains on packs. San Luis Potosi is a city 
nearly three times the size of Atlanta and 
when the Mexican Central was the only rail- 
road they carried their goods 100 miles on 
muleback. 

‘*The upper class Mexicans are very nice 
people and they are very polite except when 
they are drunk and then they are very rude. 
Whisky and cigars are very cheap. You can 
geta goblet full of whisky for a cent anda 
Lalf. Itis a distilled liquor made from the 
pulque plant. The Mexicans don’t like the 
Spaniards, whom they call foreigners. 

‘The peons are very poor and have been 
slaves. They call themselves peons 
instead of laborers, and this word means 
slaves. They have but one a suit, consisting of 
&@ shirtand a pair of pants made of cotton 
cloth and straw hats. 

“The men and women wear their clothes 
until Friday or Saturday and then the man 
aud his wife go down to the river to wash. The 
woman will gointo the river, get under the 
water, take off her clothes and wash them 
avd her hnsband’s and stay there until they 
are dry. The man will take off his clothes 
and while bis wifeis washing them he will 
wrap himsclf up in a blanket and stand likea 
statue, only moving when he takes the chothes 
from his wife and hangs themon a bush or a 
tree fto dry. He stands there motionless 
for an hour or so until his clothes are dry. 

‘‘As the train ran along tie river I have 
seen hundreds of them standing like statues, 
wrapped in blankets. 

‘‘A inarriage ceremony in Mexico costs £50 
and the peons are two poor to pay this sum, 
so all they do 1s to get the consent of the 
haciendas and that is their marriage cere- 
mony; nevertheless they are generally very 
faithful to each other to the ate 

“The land belongs to the upper 
class and the average farm or 
hacienda has fifty thousand 
They are all rich or poor there; there are no 
middle classes. One hacienda yields in net 
rent $18,000 a year to its owner, besides his 
own buildings, etc. The upper class wear 
short coats, whether of leather or cloth, richly 
embroidered, and they wear pants as tight as 
they can geton. The sombreros are made of 
rabbit's fur and cost from $10 to $050. They 
have the initials of the owner in silver on the 
side. 

‘In the streets you see childreen of three or 
four years perfectly nude, and you will see 
maliy other sights that would surprise an 
American. 

“The peons are too poor toeat meat. Their 
meal consists of tortillas or pancakes, beans 
and chili, or red pepper. They roll up the 
beans in the tortillas, bite off the end of the 
roll, and then take a bite of the chili, 

‘Their agricultural implements are the most 
primitive. The plow consists of three pieces 
of wood, with a very small tip of iron, They 
hitch it to two oxen, and the plowman Carries 
along goad, tne point of which he thrusts into 
the side of the oxen, and if the ox is not ready 
for the bone yard, he will move. 

“The courting out there is peculiar. It has 
to be done in the presence of the parents and 
all the windows are grated. When a young 
man goes with a girl to the theater he has to 
take the whole family. Americans cannot 
marry unless they are Catholics. It is not 
legal.
